And whereas the Woollen 
Cloathes of this Kingdome being welland perfectly made, Dyed and 
dꝛeſled, are in great reputation in Foꝛreine Nations and are a great ad- 
dition to the wealth of this Kingdome, and the falſe and deceitfull Dy- 
&,| ing thereof, doth much detract from their eſtimation. And whereas 
Maddcr Which is a Dying Stuffe of pꝛincipall viſe foz laping the 
ground of many ſeuerall colours, is bzought from Fozreine parts into 

>=) this Bealme, the deteitfull mixture whereof with Sand and other- 
wile, doth notonely decetue the Buyer, but doth allo fret the Cloth, 
and make the Colours defectiue, Wee therefoze vpon mature adutce and deliberation by Our 
Letters Patents Sealed with Dur Great Seale of England, bearing date at weſtminſter the 
twelfth day of January, inthe third yeereof Our Reigne foꝛ the taules therein expzeſſed, and 
to pꝛeuent and ſuppzeſle the ſatd deceipt and abuſe, Did 02daine and appoint Gcorge Bedford Gen⸗ 
tleman (Who by his induſtry andexpertence had found out a perfect way foz the dilcouerie and re⸗ 
foꝛmation of that abuſe) to be Pur Officer by himſelfe, oꝛ his Deputtes inſtructed by him, to 
ſearch all Madder which ſhould from thentefoꝛth be impozted befoze the lame ſhould bee put to 
Dale, and to diſcouer the vndne mixtures ot ſuch impoꝛted Madder, and by conuentent Markes 
and Delcriptions by him to be inuented to diſtinguiſh the ſame, that lo neither the Buper ſhould 
be toulened, noꝛ the Dyer who ſhould vle the ſame be abuled. 

Neuertheleſſe, We linde that ſome ill diſpoſed perſons impoꝛting Madder, tontemning Our 
Royall commandement in a caſe ſo much tending to the publique good, Haue hitherto oppoſed 
Our laid Officer in the execution of the truſt tommitted vnto him, whereby the abuſes afozeſatd 
doe continue, and Willtncreale dayly, if the ſame be not pꝛeuented. We therefoze minding the re- 
foꝛmation of theſe deceipts, and being well ſatiſfied of the abtlitieof Our ſaid Officerto perfozme 
that ſeruite wherewith we haue truſtedhim, fo: that vpon publique tryall made at the common 
Hall of the Company of Dyers of Our Citieof London, he hath made it appeare in the pꝛeſente of 
ſome of the Officers and Miniſters of Our Cuſtome-houſe in Pur Pozt of London, andof the 
belt expertenced Dyers, that hee is able and ready exactly to perfozme his duety, Haue thought 


ic fic in a caſe ot this nature, by this Dar Royall Pzoclamation,tonotifie and publiſh Our Nopal a 
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will and pleaſure, touching the ſearching and frying of all Madder impoꝛted, and tobe impoz- 
ted befoze the lame be put to Sale. And Wee doe hereby lignifie and declare to all whom it doth 
oꝛ may concerne, That the ſaid George Bedford is the Dffficer oꝛ perſon whom Me haue authoꝛtzed 
and appointed foꝛ the pꝛelent execution of that ſeruice, by hiniſelfe, oz his luffitient Deputies, 
accoꝛding to Our laid Letters Patents, to him granted as atfozeſatd : And that Wee ſhall expect 
and doe require kromall Dur louing Subiects, that due notice be taken thereof, and that a ſtrict 
and continued obedience and confoꝛmitie bee peelded hereunto. And foz the better perfozming 
Pur Royall will and pleaſure herein; We doe ſtraitly charge and command all and euery per⸗ 
ſon and perſons Whatſoeuer, whom it may concerne, carefully to pꝛouide and fee Pur Royall 
will and pieaſure obſernedin the Oꝛders and Rules hereafter following, as they tender Dur 
pleaſure, and would auotd the contraryat their vttermoſt perill. | | 

Firſt therefoze Our Royall will andpleaſurets, That all and enery the Maſters of Ships oz

That no Poꝛter, Carman, oꝛ other perſon (hall pꝛelume by direction from the Merchant, 
oꝛ other wile, to lade, take, helpe oꝛ conſent to the carrying of any Madder from the Pozt, oz 
place of landing, without Warrant from the laid George Bed ord Mur Dfficer oꝛ other Officer to 
be appointed by Us oꝛ of his Deputy oz Deputies foꝛ the time being. And We doe hereby abſo- 
lately pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all perlons of what eſtate, degree o2 condition ſoeuer, directlp, oz 
indirectly, to Buy, Sell oꝛ put to Dale, 02 to hide, keepe, conceale, oz occupy any of the ſaid 
Madder, that hath not beene viewed, learched, tryed, diſtinguiſhed , and Sealed by Dur ſaid 
Officer his Deputies oꝛ Aſſignes, and which hath not the Seale of Dur ſaid Office and Offt- 
cer thereon, vpon paineof Our higy dilplealure if notice be not giuen vnco Our ſaid Officer, 
befoze the lame be diſcouered Andairc ſhall be at Dur Officers choice, whether hee will ſearch, 
try, and Seale the laid Madder at the Cuſtome-houſe, oz foꝛ the eaſe c conuenientie of the Mer⸗ 
chants to doe it at their owne houles, and all Madder there and ellewhere found by him oz his 
Deputies to be vulealed, ſhall immediatelp therenpon bee tryed, ſealed, and diſtinguiſhed. 

That Dur Grauer of Dur Mynt and Scales. ez any other whom Our ſaid Officer hall 
 tmploy, cha | from time to time frame and make ſuch ſcuerall Stamps and Seales, to bee en- 
grauen with Pur Armes o2 otherwiſe , as hee (hall chinke fit, alwayes obleruing that the 
Stamps fo2 the belt {ozt of Madder, ſhall bee engranen with this wozd, Crop: foz the ſecond, 
ſoꝛt, with this woꝛd Ghemeene, and foꝛ the third and woꝛſt ſoꝛt, with this woꝛd Mull And if vpon 
tryall any of the fatd Madder bee found to bee mixt 02 burthened with aboue two pounds of 
Earth, oz Sand in the hundzed weight; Then ſhal the ſaid Officer enter ina Booketo be kept foꝛ 
that purpoſe the weight of che Sand o2 Earth lo mixt therewith,# vpon the Scale ſhal be added 
this woꝛd Mirt, with a figure, ſhewing that the lame Madder is mixt and imperfect, and ſhewing 
allo in what pꝛopoꝛtion in the hundꝛed pound weight that mixture is made, vpon which ſide of 
the Seale allo ſhall be expꝛeſt the name of the Pozt oz place whereinto the ſaid Madder was 
firſt bzought, with certaine Figures and Letters ok Direction vnto Our ſaid Officers Books

ſail accoꝛding to the pzopoziion of the mixture ofthe ſaid Madder with Earth oz Sand, adde a 
like quantitie oꝛ pꝛopoꝛtion of good Madder in the Dpe Fat, to the end the colours therewithall 
dyed map be made full, good, and without blemiſh o2 tmperfection. 

That the ſatd George Bedford Mur pꝛeſent Officer hauing already taken His toꝛpoꝛal oath foꝛ the 
faithfull perfoꝛmante of Our truſt, and his duety in this behalfe; Our will and pleaſure is, that 
ſuch Path ſhall be like wiſe adminiſtred vnto his ſeuerall Deputies, and ſo many of them as ſhall 
be ſuffitient foꝛ the perkoꝛming of thts leruite in the leuerall Poꝛts of this Kingdome ; And Wee 
doe hereby ſtraitly charge and tommand all and ſingular Matozs, Sheriffes , Juſtices of the

vader the great Seale of England, bearing date the fourth day of Apꝛil, in the fourth peere of 
Our Keigne, directed to Timothy Taylor, Iohn Hubart, Henry Hubarr, Gentlemen, and leffery Le 
Neaue, Eſquire; Giuing them by the ſaid Commiſſion ample authoꝛitie, foꝛ the better execution 
of the Statute afozeſayd, as by the ſaid Commiſſou map moze largely appeare.

don, tnfozming Nts Highneſle , that Buckles fo: Girdles, Hangers, 
)]| Belts, oꝛ other wares foꝛ mens wearing, and warre-ſernice, were 
wont to bee well and truely foꝛged, and made of Jron, in which 
Trade, the lapd C ompany haue well and honeſtly gotten their li⸗ 
uings, and thereupon haue maintained themlelues and Families 
in decent oꝛder, and that ok late times, there is a ſubtill way found out by Caſting of Buckles 
in Bꝛaſſe, in deceit of His Highneſle Subiects: 

Hts Highneſſe was pleaſed to referre the confideratton Hereof, to the Paioz and 
Aldermen ofthe Citie of London, who appointed Commiſſioners to call both ſides befoze 
them, and to examine the grieuantes alleadged; And vpon hearing both ſides, haue made

PA moꝛp, foꝛ bꝛgent cauſes did conſtitute an Office, called the Office of 
fall Poſtmaſter of England foz Fozreigne parts beeing out of His Domini - 
ons, to be exerciſed by ſome meet perſons to be appointed by the Kings 
2/|| Daielty, that ſhould haue the ſole taking vp, ſending, and conueytng, 
Flo all Packets, and Letters, concerning His ſernice, And ok all other 
Packets and Letters, the carriage and conueytng whereof had beene 
belonging to any Poſtmaſter into Foꝛreigne parts, and the ſole doing 
and executing of all things pertayning to a Poſtmaſter, which ſhould 
”/concerne any leruite oꝛ buſineſſt to bee diſpatched into thoſe Fozreigne 
parts, with power to take moderate Salartes, and granted that Ok⸗ 
fice to Matthew de Queſter and Matthew de Queſter his ſorine foꝛ their lines, And by occaſion that 
others intromitted in the exetution of the ſaid place, taking vpon them to take vp Letters and to 
ſend them into Fo2zreigne parts, It was reſolucd by His late Maieſties Councel, that they 
dught not therein to intermeddle, and thereupon His Maieſtie did publikely pꝛohibite all others 
that they ſhould not directly, o2 indirectly; exerciſe, oꝛ intrude themſclues to haue any imploy⸗

Sithence Which, the ſaid Matthew the ſonne died, and the laid 
Matthew de Queſter the father, His Maieſties Poſtmaſter foꝛ Foꝛreigne parts beeing aged and in⸗ 
firme, did make and ſubſtitute William Frizell, and Thomas Witherings, his Deputies, to doe all 
"WM things appertatningto his Office. 
And His Maieſtie taking notice of the abilities and truſtines ofthe ſaid Deputies in the execution 
okihe ſaid Oice,Hath beene well pleaſed to accep: and appꝛoue of that Subſtitution, And the laid 
"MW Villian: Frizcll,and Thomas Withering , haus fartiifully and diligently attended the execution of the 
laid Office, al well in taking vp, recetuing, catefnl! and iuſt deltuery, and diſperſing of Letters ſent 
from the parts beyond the Seas, as in tranſuntiingthem into thole parts. And diuers paincipall 
Merchants of the Engliſh Nation vnder their hands haue made Certificate to his Mateſtie that 
they conceine them fit and able foꝛ that Þ lace , pzaying Hts Maieſtie to continue them, not ſuffe- 
ting Strangers to make their choyce, which would bee to their great pzetnbice.

———— people. did by his Highnelle Letters Patents vnder the great Seale 
of England, bearing date at Weſtminſter the twentteth day of January laſt paſt, incoꝛpoꝛate di⸗ 
uers perlons in the ſayd Letters Patents mentioned, by the name ol Gouernours, Alliſtants, 
and Fellowes of the Sotietie of Soapers, within the Citie of weſtminſter, in the County of 
Middleſex, and did thereby grant, that it might be lawkull to and ſoꝛ them and their Suctel⸗ 
ſours, to vſe and exertiſe the Art and Myſtery of Extracting, Boyling, Pmbibing, Burning, 
and Melting Pott-Alhes, oꝛ Pitt · Aſhes, and of Sode ,Berillia , and Soape Aches, out of 
the Materials growing in his Maleſties owne Kingdomes, and of making all ſoꝛts of 
Doapes, both hard and ſoft, with the lald Pot-Alhes, Sope Ashes. Sode, and Berüllia, and 
other Materials of this Kingdome, and ſelling the ſayd Soapes and Alhes. 
And koꝛ the auoiding of fraudes and deceipts inthe ble and exerciſe of che afozeſaid Arts 
and Myſteries , His Maieſtie did thereby gine power to the ſayd Gouernour , Alliſtants, 
and Fellowes of the ſayd Society, to chooſe yeerely foure ſkilfull perſons out of the ſaid 
Hotiety, by themlelues, oz their deputies , foz whom they would anſwere, to ouerlee all

time of the late dearth, but in the yeere now paſt, when by the good- 

— neſſe of God, there was ſuch plenty and abundance of Coꝛne as ſeldom 
hath been greater; and pet the rates and pꝛites of Coꝛne in many parts ofthis Ringdome, (eſpe- 
tially in the Citie of London and the parts neere adioyning) were kept bp at karre higher pzices, 
then was fit to be, in a time of ſo great ⁊generall plenty; And that howſoeuer by the pꝛouident 
f(onſtant care of his Mateſtte, æ His pꝛiuie Conncell.tranſpoztation of Coꝛne was reſtrained euen 
inthat plentifull peere; yet in many parts of the Kingdome, falſe rumozs were and are ſpꝛead 
and divulged, of great tranſpoztation of Coꝛne licenſed and authoꝛiled, to the great diſhonour of 
Ns Maieſtie, and the State, and of a wicked purpole to keepe vp Coꝛne and Graine at immode⸗ 
late pzices.

Notwithſtanding, if any ſuch Aliens oꝛ Strangers, ſhallby di⸗ 
ſtreſſe of weather, oꝛ other ineuitable Accident, be dꝛiuen into any of the Pozts,Hauens, Creekes, 
* harbours of thisRealme, His Mateſtie is well pleaſed,that they ſhall haue liberty to pzouide 
and take vp ſuch quantities of victualls, and other neteſſaries, as ſhall be ſaffictent foz their netel⸗ 
laryſuſtenance in their returne thence into their owne Countrey onely, and not otherwiſe. 

And farther His Maieſtie doeth by like aduite of His Pziup Countell, ſtraitlp pꝛohibite and 
loꝛbid, That no Wooll, Wooll⸗Fells, Fullers-earth, tanned Leather, oꝛ raw Hides be at any 
time hereafcer tranſpozted, oꝛ carried out of this His Mateſties Realme of England, oꝛ Dominion 
df wales, vnto any other Poꝛt, oꝛ Place whatloeuer, vpon paine of His Maieſties indignation 
and diſpleaſure, vnder ſuch puniſhments to be inflicted, aſwell vpon the Offenders themlelues, 
their Ayders, Pꝛoturers, Abbettoꝛs, and Fauourers, whether they be Juſtices of Peace, Offt- 
ters of His Maieſties Cuſtomes 02 Pozts, 02 any other wholoener, as ſo high a contempt and of- 
fencedoeth demerite. 

And his Maieſtie being like wile infoꝛmed, that great and manifold abuſes haue beene commic- 
ted in times paſt, aſwell by the toꝛruption, oz negligence in the inferiour Officers and miniſters 
df his Mateſties Cuſtomes, alwell in permitting Wooll, Wooll-Fells, and Fullers earth, to be 
tranſpozted; As allo touching tranſpoztation of Cozne, Leather, and raw Hides, in permitting 
the lame to paſſe, either without any Licence, oꝛ in greater quantities then hath beene Licenſed, 


02 in ſuffering the ſame to paſſe beyond the Seas, bnder colour of tranſpoꝛtation from Poꝛt to 
poꝛt within theRealme; His Mateſtie doeth in like maner will and Command that all abuſes 
in that behalfe, either heretokoꝛe done, oꝛ Hereafter to be done, be ſtrictly and diligently enquired, 
found out, and puniſhed. And foꝛ auoyding the like in time to come, His Mateſtie willeth and 
Commandeth, that no tranſpoztation of any Cozne, u30o0oll, Wooll-Fells, Fullers earth, Lea- 
ther, oꝛ raw Hides from Poꝛt to Pozt within this Realme bee permitted, but vpon good bonds 
with ſufficient Sureties reſponſall, and reſident within the Realme, foz whole ſuffitientie, the 
Officers of His Maieſties Cuſtomes taking the ſame bonds, will bee anſwerable ; In the con 
dition of which Bonds, the true quantity of the Cozne, and Fullers-earth, and the number and 
weight of the bags oz ſackes of Wooll, and number of wooll-Fells, Hides, and Leather ſhip- 
ped to bee carried from Pozt to Pozt, ſhall bee ſet downe; And that no Certificate of the landing 
thereof, oꝛ of landing any Wooll out of Ireland, bee made vpon an entry alone, either at ſight oz 
otherwiſe, befoze ſuch time as the goods bee landed, and then the Certificate to containe the tult 
quantity, weight, and numbers of them lo landed, and no moꝛe. And to the intent the Cuſtomers 
and Officers of His Maieſties Pots, executing their places by deputies, map not ſhilt off the of- 
fences afozeſaid, oz others of like nature (when they happen to bee diſcouered ) vpon their depu⸗ 
ties, miniſters, 02 leruants, who haue little oz nothing to be anſwerable foz their offences; Hts 
Pateſtie doeth (ignite and declare His will and pleaſure, that in euery ſuch ca, euery perſon oz 
perſons, ſhall accozdingtothe Law be anſwerable aſwell foꝛ his owne offences, as ſoꝛ the faults 
of his and their deputies, miniſters, and ſeruants, by foꝛfeiture and ſeizure of their Offices, oz 
dtherwile in the ſeuereſt and ſtricteſt wayes that by the lawes of the Realme are appointed oz 
permitted, without any fauour oz conniuence. 

And becauſe His Mateſtie ts deſirous, that this His gracious pꝛouidente and pꝛouiſion ſhould 
teceiue due effect foz the generall Weale of His people, His Mateſtie is pleaſed, if any perſon oz 
perſons will at any time hereafter diſ:loſe oꝛ dilcouer vnto His Mateſties Pꝛiup Countell, oꝛ to 
the Lozd High Trealurer of England, oz to His Maieſties Attozney Generall, any perſons that 
haue offended either in ſpꝛeading ſuch rumours as afozeſaid, oꝛ in tranſpoꝛting of Coꝛne, Uictu- 
Als, Wooll, Booll-Fells, Fullers earth, Leather, oz raw Hid?s contrary to His Maieſties pꝛo⸗ 
llamation, oz any Law, oz other Pꝛotlamation fozmerly publiſhed in that behalfe, and will pꝛo⸗ 
duce ſuffictent pzoofe foꝛ the conuicting of the ſaid offenders, that in enery ſuch cafe, the one halfe 
ofthe fine and ſummes of money fozkfeited, oꝛ to bee tmpoſed bpon the laid offenders ſhall bee al⸗ 
lowed vnto the party oz parties making luch dilcouery as His Mateſties free bounty and reward. 
His Maieſtie doeth hereby authoꝛtze alwell the Loꝛd Treaſurer, Chanceloz, and Barrons of his 
Exchequer, as all other Judges, Juſtices, Officers and Miniſters of any other His Courts of 
Juſtice whatſoeuer, to whom it ſhall appertaine, without any further oꝛ other Warrant, to giue 
order foꝛ the leuying, iſſuing. paying, and delincring of the ſald moyety ofthe lines, and ſummes of 
money accoꝛding to His Mateſttes gracious pleaſure herein declared as afozeſaid,

made vnto Us by diners of Our louing Suvletts, oſ umu aud greas 
abules dayly committ ithin Dur Kingdomes, foꝛ that both in, and about London, ànd other 
places in Pur Kingdomes, aud in places beyond the Seas, diners Counterpotzes of Dur 
Yoney of Gold, commonly called Gold weights, and Beames, and Ballances foz poiſing of 
heſe Woneps, were made and put to ſale, marked with Our Enſignes, yet many of thoſe 
des haue been too heauie, many too light, and the Beames and Ballances haue not beene 
quallandtuſt, but were made as ill affected people required, who often times did buy and receiue 
ene weight, and did ſell and deliuer by another, whereby Dur loutng Subiects were dayly 
= — 4 great loſſe and detriment, and to the high diſhonour of Us and Dur intentions 
in that behalfe. 

And whereas in matter of Our Coine there is nothing of Our moꝛe conſequence next to the 
pureneſſe and weight of the Coines themlelues, then that the counterpoiles oz Weights with 
graines aud remedies, which repꝛelent the iuſtneſſe of our laid Coines, ſhould bee alwapes 
uſt, and accoꝛding to the true weight of the lame, and that they (ſhould bee poiſed in an equall 
allance and a iuſt beame. w herefoꝛe foꝛ redꝛeſſe of ſuch abuſes, too frequently vſed, and foꝛ Dur 
ne honour , and the good of Dur people, and that none may pzeſume to tounterfeit, impoꝛt, 
nale, ſell, o: marke with Our Royall enſignes, counterpoiſes oz weights of Dur money of 
bold, 02 Gratnes, and halfe Graines in the poiſing thereof to bee vled; And that the ſame with 
he beames and ballances ſhould bee equall and iuſt, Mee haue taken into Our owne hands the

and pepsed at certaine Ballances, and by weight vſed foz that pur- 

, pole, and by a Stampe oꝛ Parke oꝛdained foz that purpoſe, ſealed 

nd allowed befoze the ſame bee put to ſale within the Land, oz offered to bee Shipped foz 

foxeigne vent. And to that endalſo Our noble Pꝛogenitoꝛs haue beene at charge to erect 

nd maintaine tertaine Coynage houſes in ſeuerall Townes within Our Counties of Dcuon 

ud Cornwall, lying moſt tommodious foꝛ the ſaid Coynage, with 2Ballances and Weights 

here, and Officers and Miniſters attending that leruite.

mation in this behalte. 

And where Wee haue lately granted to ſome of Our louing Subiects the emption oz pꝛe⸗ 
emption of Tynne, during a terme vnexpired, and foz reliefe of pooze PeWwterersof Pe Cits 
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of London Hattepzoutded, That if the ſaid Leſſees oꝛ Farmozs ſhallbe minded to tranſpoꝛt any 
Tynne in Barres, they ſhall imploy the ſaid Pewterers of London, oꝛ ſome of them that Our 
ſaid Farmo2s ſhall nominate fo: the caſting of Tynne out of Blockes into Barres, at ſuch 
places as Wee ſhallappoint, and in default of ſuch appointment, at ſuch places as Our laid 
Farmo2s ſhall appoint : Sithence which time many haue pꝛelumed to caſt Tynne into 
Sarres, both in the Counties of Cornwall and Dcuon and elſewhere , which is a meanes that 
ggreat part thereof is che moze eaſily tonueyed from place to place and vented befoze the 
Copnage thereof, and others then Our Farmers haue oppoꝛtunitie to tranlpoꝛte the ſame, 
contrary to Our agreements made wirh them: wee doe ſtraitely inhibite all perſons that 
none of them, other then ſuch of the Pewterers of Our Citie of London as ſhall bee nomt- 
nated by the Farmozs of the emption oz pꝛeemption of Tynne, foz the time being, doe pze- 
ſame to caſt any Tynne into Barres, and that none of them caſt any Tynne into Barres 
but in the Citie of London, And that in the ſame Citie none bee lo caſt but in ſuch houſes 
and places of melting as (hall bee deſigned oz allowed of by Our ſayd Farmoꝛs, bpon the 
paines to bee inflicted vpon contemners of Our Commands in Our Court of Dfarre- 
Chamber and otherwile. |

Aok King Henry the Eight, foꝛ pzizing of Wines: It is pꝛouided that

| moſt Honourable Counſell, Lo2zd Pꝛiuie Seale , andthe Lozd Chiefe 
| Juſtices of either Bench, oz five, foure, oꝛ thꝛee of them ſhall baue po⸗ 


= — Lord Wenden of England, the Keeper of Our Pꝛiuie Seale, and 
„Nord Chiefe Juſtite of Our Bench, the nine and twentieth day of December laſt paſt. ta- 
king into their conſideration the pꝛelent p2ices of Wines, did oꝛdaine and appoint that Canarie 
Wines, Muſkadels and Aligant ſhould bee ſould in Groſſe at ſeuenteene pounds the Pipe, and 
at twelne pence the Ceuart by Retaile, Sackes and Wines of Mallega at Fifteene pounds 
the Butt in Groſſe, and Tenne pence the quart by Refayle. The beſt Gaſcoigne-and French 
Wines at Eighteene pounds the Tunne, and at Sire pence the quart by Retayle, And the Ro- 
(hell ines and other ſmall and thin Wines at Fifteene pounds the Tunne in Gꝛoſſe, and at 
Dire pence the quart by retaple, and actoꝛding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions foz greater oꝛ leſſer quanti⸗ 
ties, either in groſſe oꝛ by retaple. And that none pzeſume to fell at higher pꝛites during the next 
deere then enſuing, whereot the Clarke of the Crowne was to take notice, and to ſee the lame 
Pꝛotlaimed the then next Terme in the Chauncery, accozding to the Statute in that behalfe 
made and pꝛouided. And accoꝛdingly there hath beene Pzoclamation the firſt day of this inſtant 
Hillary Terme, being the thꝛee and twentieth day of this inſtant January. 

Now that all canſe of extuſe may be remoued from ſuch as inhabite in remote partes of this 
Realme, and that ſuch as ſhall bee found delinquents therein may acknowledge their owne 
Wilfnineſſe the cauſe ofthedanger and penaltie they fall into after double aduertiſement:

ſhall be duely oblerued in all his Pozts and other places within this Realme where wines are 
landed, and in all places where Wines thall not [by land carriage bee carried moꝛe then 
ten miles from thoſe Poꝛts and plates. And it is His Maieſties pleaſure, that in plates where 
wines by land-carriage ſhall be conueyed moze then ten miles from the Poꝛt of their landing, 
The ſeuerall lozts of Wines afozeſaid (hall and may be ſold attoꝛding to the rates afozeſaid, 
allowing foure pounds the Tunne, and one penny foꝛ the Quart foꝛ the carriage thereof vpon 
land euery thirty miles, and ſo acto: ding to that pꝛopoꝛtion ouer and aboue the pꝛices afozeſatd, 
and not at greater Rates, Straightly charging ecommanding ſuch of His Subiects andothers 
whom it ſhall conterne, That none ofthem during the time afoꝛelald, pꝛeſume to ſell any of the 
ſaid Wines in groſſe, oꝛ by retaile at higher Kates then by this is Highneſſe Pꝛotlam ation are 
appointed bnder the fozfeitures and penalties mentioned in the ſaid Statute, and other the 
Lawes and Statutes ofthis Realme oꝛdained in that behalfe , and ſuch further paines and pe- 
nalties as by the Lawes and Statutes ofthis Realmecan oꝛ map be inflicted bpon wilfull cons 
temnersof His Mateſttes Royall Commands and Pꝛoclamations: Requiring alſo and tom 
manding all Patozs,Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Wayliffes, Cuſtomers, Com ptrollers, and 
other Officers ol his Maieſties Pozts,and all others whom it ſhall concerne, diligently to attend 
the execution of this His Highneſle pleaſure, And to gine tnfozrnation to the Toꝛds and others 
ofhis Matelites Pꝛiuie Countell ot the delinquents, that they may be pzoceeded againſt, and re⸗ 
leine punichment actoꝛding to their demerits. t

care of Our Noble Pꝛogenitoꝛs, ſoꝛ the gaining into, and ſetling with⸗ 

in this Kingdome Manulactures, foꝛ the imployment and ſetting 

on woꝛke the Natines and Pesple of this Realme, whereby the 

Subiects thereof haue attained to great wealth and riches , and 

the lame haue alwayes beene of the moze aduantage and benefit 

when they haue beene made of Materialls ariſing within Dur owne 
—— Dominions; 

And withall well weighing the great wiſedome and induſtrie of other Kingdomes and 
States fo the eſtabliſhment of Manufactures with them, and their great incouragement 
(0; the nouriſhing and pꝛeleruation thereof;And that this Our Kingdome is endowed by Gods 
Nod bleſſing with many naturall and vſefull Materialls, foz the implopment and ſetting on 
Wozke the Natines and People thereof, who are now growen to bee very numerous and po⸗ 
pmlons, and manp of them pooze foꝛ want of meanes of imployment ; 

And ſome peeres paſt wee haningreceined Inloꝛmation, that Pot-aſhes and Soap- aſhes, 
wherewith Soape was vſnally made, were bythe charge, inuention, and induſtry of diners of 
OurSubtects, made of Matertalls of Our owne Kingdome, and of ſuch Matertallsas were 
befoze of no conſiderable vſe noꝛ value foꝛ any other imployment, and that in the making thereof 
dluers of Our louing pooꝛe Dubiects were let on woꝛke and maintained; And that if encou= 
kagement were ginen fo2 the ſpending, and vent thereof, many moze might from time to time 


be therein imployed and ſufficient quantities thereof here made foz the ble and ſeruite of all Our 
Pominions which were fozmerly impoꝛted from fozraine parts, to the value of about thirty 
thouſand pounds per annum, whereby the trealure and ſtocke of this Kingdome was exhauſted, 
waſted, and conſumed in the imployment of ſtrangers abꝛoad, and Our owne pooꝛe Subiects did 
want imployment and woꝛke at home. And Wee hauing like wile recetued infozmation that as 
good, [weet, and vſefull Soape as euer had beene fo2merly made, was made of the ſame Pot- 
aſhesandother Materials ol Dur owne Domintons, whereby the Treaſure of Dur King- 
dome might be pzeſerucdfrom imployment of Strangers, and Dur owne Sublects thereby re- 
Icened and ſet on woꝛke at home. Wee taking the pꝛemilles into conſideration, did deſire to gine 
all entouragement and aſſiſtance to a Woꝛke of ſo much aduantage and benefit to this Kingdome 
and people, yet withall tooke care to be fully and clearely ſatiſfied, that Our louing Dublects in 
generall might not in any wile be thereby abuſed oꝛ decetued, whereupon by aduice and oꝛder of 
the Loꝛds and others of Dur Pzime Councell, Sir Robert Ducie Knight and Barronef, then 
Loꝛd Maioꝛ of Our City of London, was required to make triall of the Soape made with Pot- 
aſhes and Materials of Our owne Kingdome and Domintons, with the beſt Soape fozmerly 
vſed to be made in Our Citic of London, who accozdingly cauſed a triall to be made ofboth Soapes 
in his owne pzelence , and thereupon certified that he found that the Soapemade with the Pot- 
aſhes and Materials of Dur owne Dominions, did wach both whiter and ſweeter, and went 
further then the beſt Soape foꝛmerlp vſed to be made in the laid Citie. 
whereupon wee being deſirous to giue all iuſt encouragements to a wWozke fo benefictall fo: 
Our people, by Our Letters Patents Dated the ſeuenteenth day of December, in the ſeuenth 
yeere of Our Naigne did grant to diuers of our Subtects pꝛiuiledge foꝛ the terme of fourteene 
peeres, foꝛ the making ol hard and loft Soape, with luch materials, as had beene by them newly 
inuented, and foꝛ the making of Pot aſhes ot materials of Pur owne Dominious, as by the laid 
Letters Patents appeareth. And to auoyd diloꝛder and abule in the making of Soape, and foꝛ 
the better regulating and gouernment ofthole u3ozkes, Wee did by Dur Tetters Patents, Das 
lid at Weſtminſter, the ſenenteenth day ol January in the ſaid ſeuenth yeere of Dur Retgne, incoꝛ⸗ 
Mate diuers perſons who had beene aduenturers in the effecting and perfection of that woꝛke 
by the name of Gouernour, Alſiſtants,and Fellowes of the Soctette of Soape makers within 
Our Citie of Weſtminſter, to whom by Qur.Commandement, the ſatd Patent of pꝛiuiledge was 
aligned. And to the end Our louing Dubiects might receine neither pzetudice noz dammage 
ther in the goodneſſe of the Soape, oꝛ in the pꝛices thereof, We did carefully pꝛouide that the 
laid Co2pozation ſhould furniſh this Kingdome with ſufficient quantities of goodand ſweete 
D0ape, And that they ould ſell the lame at, and foꝛ reaſonable pꝛites, not exceeding thꝛee pence 
the pound. And foz that there were many deteits vled in the boyling, making and ſelling of 
Soape, and intheercracting, founding,and making ol Pot-aſhes, Soade, Werillia, and Soape- 
alhes, wee did alſo by Our laid Letters Patents of Incoꝛpoꝛation, grant vnto theſatd Gouer- 
our, Aſliſtauts, and Fellowes of the ſaid Sotietie, and their Sutteſſoꝛs full power to elect ofthe 
fellowes of the laid Society, foure honeſt and diltreet men, ſkilkull in the buſinefſe of Soape, 
m whom they would anſwere, to ouerlee, view, and ſearch by themlelues and their Deputies foꝛ 
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whom they would anſwere, all wWotkemen,Seruants,andWozkes of all perſons, exerclingthe 
making of Soape.andallPot-aſhes, Soapc-aſhes, Soade,Berillta, made of Materials. within 
Our Kingdome of England, o2 Dominion of Wales, oz bzought theretnts to be ſold, and by the 
beſt wayes, and meanes they could to ſearch and examine whether the Doape be ſweet and well 
boyled, And whether the ſame Soape and other things afozeſaid be wzoughtandmade rightly, 
and as they onght, andthe frauds and defects which they ſhould find, to cozrece, and cauſe to bee 
amended accoꝛding to their dilcretions, and the Lawes ofthis Realme. 
And wee did thereby pꝛohibite that none ſhould put to ſale any Soape oz other the pzemilles, 
befoze ſuch time as by the Searchers oz their Deputtes, the ſame were viewed and found to bee 
Cweete and well made, and by them marked with the marke appointed fo2 that purpoſe. And 
ik any Soape oꝛ other the pꝛemiſſes, ſhould after bee put to ſale vnſearched 02 vumarked, where⸗ 
in any defect oꝛ deceit (hould bee found, Wee did thereby giue power vnto the ſaid foure men and 
their Deputies, in ſome publique place to deſtroy the lame, and did likewiſe gine them power to 
- puniſh all offenders in the pꝛemilles. 

Aud wee like wile out of Our Pztneely care koꝛ the good of Our people, to the end the good⸗ 
neſſe of the Soape might bee tontinued without alteration oꝛ diminution, did by Dur Letters 
patents dated the eighth day of June in the efghth yeere of Our Refgne, ozdaine,conſtitute,and 
erect an Office foꝛ the Allaying and trying ol Soape, to bee foꝛ tuer done and perfozmed by one 
lawfully ſwoꝛne foꝛ that purpole. 

And wee allo out of Our zeale foꝛ the wealth and pzoſperity of Our Sublects intending the 
aduancement of the Nattue Commodities of this Realme, the letting ol Our owne people on 
wozke, and the ſauing ofthe expence of the Treaſureof the Kiugdome vnthziftily ſpent in buy- 
ing Foꝛraine Paterialls, to the enriching of others, and impoueriſhing of Pur owne Dome 
nions, and purpoſing to pzeuent, oz ſeuerely puniſh all frauds and deceits in the making of Soape 
with Fozraine oꝛ vnſweete Matertalls, and to pꝛeuent the exceſſiue Rates in the ſales thereokthat 
ſoꝛmerly had beene pzactized by the Soape⸗ boplers, being no Body Politique, noꝛ gouerned by 
any good O2ders regulating their Trade, but being a few ſingular perſons, who endeanoured 
onelp to enrich themlelues, to the wꝛzong and ** of Us and Dur louing Subiects in ge- 

nerall. 
To the end that all Qur lauing Subietts might take notice of that Dur Care and pzoutdence 
foz them, did by Dur Pzoclamatton, dated the eight and twentieth day of June, in the ſac 
eighth yeere of Our Reigne, Command the ſaid Society and all others, that they ſhould vſe 
no other Ople in the making of Soape but Oliue⸗oyle, and Rape-oyle, as had beene long befoze 
Detreed by the Loꝛd Maioꝛ and Aldermen of London, that by that meanes the Soape might be 
(weete, good, and ſeruiceable, accoꝛding to the Paternes deliuered bp to the ſaid Aſſay⸗ matter 
and inhibited all perſons to impoꝛt into Our Dominions any vnlweete, oꝛ bnſeruiceable Soape, 
and that none ſhould pꝛeſume to put to ſale oꝛ bent any Soapes, Pot-aſhes, Berillia, oz DSoade, 
befoze they ſhould bee aſſayed and tried by the Searchers yeerely to beechoſen by the ſald Soct- 
ety, and the Aſlay⸗maſter foꝛ the time being, oꝛ their lawfull Deputies, and by them oꝛ Him found 
to be good and vlefull, and marked with a marke foz that purpoſe, being the Flower de Luce; Not- 
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withſtanding all which, divers Doape-boylers inhabiting in and neere about the Citie of London, 
with much contempt oppoled themlelues againſt all the ſaid Letters Patents, and P2oclamatt- 
on, and haue endeauoured with all their powers and ſkill to fruſtrate Our ſaid Royall intenti⸗ 
ons, foꝛ their owne cozrupt and pꝛinate ends, and vfterly refuſed to adioyne themlelues with 
the ſaid Society, oz to bee inco2pozated with them, though they Were offeredthe managing of the 
whole bulineſſe, with leſle ſtocke then they fozmerly tmployed,and refuſed vtterly to gine any 
helpe oꝛ affiſtance to aduance ſo good a Woꝛke, oꝛ to accept ofany tearmes ofaccommodation with 
the ſaid Doctetie, Albeit they were offered moze yeerely to euery of them then themſelnes affir- 
med to haue beene yeerely gained by them, and be fully ſecured thereof, and to haue their ſeruants 
imployed and ſet on woꝛke, but in contemptof the ſaid Pꝛoclamation, they hauing a reſolution 
to oppole Us and Dur Gouernment, and to pzoceed in their old abuſiue way without either 
Oꝛder oꝛ Gouernment, did make great quantities of Soape, of vnſweet Fiſh-Oyle, very noy- 
ſome and vnfit foꝛ that purpoſe, and inlolently oppoſed the Searchers and Aſſay-maſters, and 
their Deputies and refuſed to ſuffer them to make any Search; and then tooke vpon them with- 
out any anthozity, to vlurpe and exerciſe the LibertitesandAuthozittes of a Co2pozation, in hol⸗ 
ding Aſſemblies and Conuenticles foꝛ their ownepztuate ends, and to let Pꝛices at what Rates 
they would ſell their Soape,and to make agreement and diſtribution, what quantities of Ople 
enery one ſhould weekely oz monethly ſpend, and to appoint what quantity of Soape ſhould be 
weekely oꝛ moncthly made by euery one of them, tothe great abuſe and oppꝛeſſion of Our peo- 
ple, and in high contempt of Us and Our laid Letters Patents and Pꝛoclamation Foz which 
Offences Our Atturney Generall, on the two and twentieth day ol Noucmber, in the laid eighth 
yeere of Dur Naigne, exhibited an Inkoꝛmation into Dur High Court of Starre - Chamber. 
againſt diners of the ſaid Offenders, whereunto they anſwered, and iſſue was ioyned, and wit⸗ 
neſles were examined, and the ſaid cauſe was heard the tenth day of May , in this ninth yeere of 
Our Raigne. 

And the Delinquents were iuſtly ſentenced to be fined and impꝛiloned foꝛ their tontempts and 
notoꝛious abuſes in the ſaid Trade; And amongſt other things were puniſhed in that wherein 
they had offended, to the common dammage of Our people, by being foꝛ their deceits and abuſine 
vlage of their Trade diſabled to ble their laid Trade by themſelues, their leruants, wozkmen, oꝛ 
Agents, oꝛ any other to their ble: Neuertheleſſe, after the exhibiting of the ſaid infoꝛmation, 
diuers others in great numbers, who befoze vled not the Trade fo2 themſelues, did take vpon 
them to make Soape in the houſes, and with the veſſels and ſtocks of diners of the perſons Sen- 
tented in high contempt of Us, and to delude the ſatd Decree of Our laid Court of Starre: cham⸗ 
ber, to the encouragement ok all ſuch euill diſpoſed perſons, as foꝛ their owne pꝛiuate lucre,o2 vn⸗ 
tult gaine, would oppoſe a Wozke ſo manifeſtly tending to the publike good, vpon infoꝛmation 
whereof to Our laid Court of Starre-Chamber, It was vpon the thzee and twentieth day of 
Auguſt, in this ninth peere of Dur Reigne,o2deredand decreed as followeth, Viz.

Tearme, and oftner if it ſhall bee req wired, make true Certificate into thu Court under the 
25 of the Gouernours, and e A ſay- Maſler, and two of the eAfiiſtants for the time being, at the 
el, of the goodneſſe of the Scape from time to time to bee made by them, and whether the Stan- 
lard be duely renewed, and the Soape made according to the goodneſſe of that Standard. 


Hirdly, That the Aſſaz-+M after for the ſaid Soape, doe diligently attend, andinitly, and 

faithfully, ſearch and marke all the Soapes to bee made which ſhall deſerue to bee ſo marked, 
ad doe refuſe to marke all ſuch Soape as ſhall be any way deficient in ſweetneſſe, or goodneſſe, or 
wt an/werable to the Standard. And that no Seape-maker whatſoeucr preſume to put any &. oape to 
ge which ſhall not bee ſo marked, and bee made of like goodneſſe with the Standard, Nencr- 
teleſſe, if it ſhall hereafter appeare to this Court that for any inferiour vſes, or for other vſe then for 
pſhing of Linnen, there ſhall bee cauſe to make any other ſort of Soape of leſſe ſweetneſfſe and 
22 and conſequently of a lower price, this Court vpon due conſideration of the neceſatie_ 
tlereof, will gine ſuch further directions therein as /hall bee fit, and ſo order the making and vt- 
wing the rec/, that it ſhall not bee an euaſſon for the making and V:tering of Soape contrarie to the 
ne meaning of His M aieſtie, and of this Court, to the abuſe of the Kings SubicRs. 


Ourthly, Becauſe it bath already cltarely appeared both to Hu Maieſtie, and to this Court, by 
* the Certificate of Sir Rober Ducie, Knight and Barronet, late Lord Maior of the (tie of 
London, and here remaining of record (to whom the examination thereof was ſpecially referred 
That the ſaid Gonernour , Aſſiſtants, and Societie of the Soape makers of VVeſtminſter, haue 
hugbe the making of Soape with the Pot-aſhes, and other Materialls of ths Kingdome, and of 
Bi Maieſties owne Dominions to that perfefion that it exceedeth the beſt London Soape, in the 
wodneſſe thereof. And for that it doeth ſo, alſo in the eaſmeſſe of the price the ſame being by them. 
miertaken to be ſold at and after the Rate of three puunds foure ſhillings the Barrell, which in three 
jence the pound, and not aboue. A nd the ſame appeareth likewiſe to be true by the Oath of Fran- 
cs Connisbie Eſquire, the preſent eAſſay-Maſter for Soape, appointed by Hi «AM aieſtie, which 
ub remaineth in this (ourt recorded. It is therefore thought fit, and ſo Ordered and Decreed, 
that no ſoft Soape ſhall bereaſter be vttered or ſold by any Soape-maker, bis, or their faclors, Worke- 
hen, or ſeruants, for aboue the ſaid rate, or price, of three pounds foure ſhillings the Barrell which 
three pence the pound. And if any ſuch perſon (hall preſume to ſell any ſoft Soape, at, or for 
greater rate or price, direfaly,or indirealy, then as aforeſaid, euery ſuch perſon ſo offending fhall

great number of bs Maieſties people are imployed and ſet on worke in the making of Soape, 
preparing of Materials for it, whereof commeth an increaſe of profit to the (/ommon-wealth, 
not a detriment, It is therefore further Ordered and Decreed, that no perſon or perſons, who 
be ſaid two and twentieth day of A ourmber, now laſt paſt , did not vſe the ſaid Trade of Soape- 
ing or Soape-boyling for themſelues,nor any other perſon or perſons , wbo by reaſon of ha or 
er proſeſſion or apprenticehood,are capeable of vfing that Trade, ſhall contiuue or ſet yp the ſaid 
rade directly or indirecily, vntill this Court vpon examination of the true ſtate of each particular 
ſons Caſe , defiring or intending to ſet vp ſuch Trade, doe receiue ſatufafion of the iuſtneſſe 
bu pretence, to ſe that Trade, and of the conuenience and funeſfſe of the place where he in- 
feth to'vſe and exerciſe the ſame.

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* and Decreed, That all Soape-boylers and Soape-makers,not being of the ſaid Company ſhall 
from henceforth be vnder the Suruay, Rule, Order, and Fouernment of the ſaid Company and Offi- 
ers thereof, as well as the proper members of the ſaid ¶ ompanx, ſo farre foorth onely as concerneth 
the Trade, and the true making of the ſaid Soape, and not otherwiſe,nor to any other purpoſe without 
their owne free conſents thereunto.

AE laſtly, It Ordered and Decreed, that if any perſon ſhall offend againſt any thing here- 
in contained, Ordered and Decreed, euery ſuch perſon ſhall incurre and vndergoe ſuch Fine, 
Inpriſonment, and other puniſhment as this Court vpon con fideration had of the quality of euery ſucb 
offence ſhall indge to be fit and iuſt to be inflited. Motwithſtanding all which , by the malice of di- 
ers ill. a ſfecled to Vs and Our Gonernment, who hane no regard tothe publicke good of Our people, 
contempts are not onely daily multiplyed againſt Our ſaid Letters Patents, Proclamation and De- 
crees in making of Soape contrary tothe ſame and in ſelling thereof vnaſſazed and unmarked, and 
atunreaſonable and exceſſiue prices in ſetting Up W orke- houſes in ſecret places, without giuing no- 
ice thereo famto thoſe that ſhould make Search and eAſſay of the ſaid Scape, but alſo by raiſing of 
falſe ſcandals and rumours of the white Soape, made by the ſaid Societie, with the Materials of Our 
one Dominions,and togiue countenance thereunto,many clamorous Petitions haue beene exhibited 
to that purpoſe, ſurmiſing that the ſaid & oape is vnu ſe full and vnſeruiceable; T hat it doth not 
make cleane or ſcowre Linnen waſhed therewith,that it hurteth thoſe that waſh with it, and rotteth 
and fretteth out the Linnen; Wee thereupon not omitting to w/e all pofble meanes for the ſatisfa- 
dion of Our Selfe, and of Our people therein, did by the aduice of Our Councell, appoint the now Lord 
Maior of Our (jitie of London,who had long Traded with the former Soape-boylers , by venting 
ynto them the Whale-Oyle of Greeneland, wherein hee is a principal «A duenturer, and ſome 
Aldermen, and other Gentlemen of qualitie, of great truſt and credit,tocauſe another publicke triall 
to be made of the Soapes,who proceeded therein accordingly, and returned their Certificate thereof, 
which followeth in theſe words. 
M. it pleaſe your Lordſhips, &c. According to an order from your Lordſhips bea- 
ring date the ſixth of December 1633. wee went into the ſtorehouſes where the new 
Soape is kept at Lambeth, Saint Katherines and the Strand,and from thence we tooke indif- 
ferently Sixteene ſmall veſſels out of a multitude marked by the aſſay Maſter, wee cauſed 
thoſe Sixteene ſmall veſſels to bee brought to the Guild-Hall, and tooke one halfe firkin 
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out ofthoſe ſixteene,and ſent for one other firkin ofthe ſequeſtred Old Soape, commonly 
called Crowne Soape, and fo marked; and weighing out an equall proportion or quantitie 
ofeach ſort of Soape, We cauſed two Laundreſſes indifferently choſen to waſh therewith, 
and wee did plainely perceiue, that the new white Soape did with a very ſmall difference 
lather much better then the Old Crowne Soape did, and that the Clothes waſhed with the 
ſaid new Soape, (being dryed) were as white and ſweeter then the Clothes waſhed with 
the Old Crowne Soape. And foraſmuch as a generall complaint was made, that the new 
white Soape did fret the sin from their hands that waſhed therewith, and that it did ſpoile 
and burne the Clothes; V Vee haue according to your Lordſhips further Order recei- 
ved Certificates from aboue foureſcore perſons, of which number there are foure Coun- 
elſes, and fiue Viſcounteſſes, and divers other Ladies and Gentle women of great credite 
and quality, beſides common Laundreſſes and others, who haue a long time vſed the ſame 
White Soape; who generally certifie, that the new white Soape waſheth whiter and 
ſweeter then the Old Soap, and many of them certifie that they finde it goeth further, and 
that it neither fretteth their maids hands, nor ſpoileth their Linnen that hath beene waſhed 
therewith, as hach beene reported. All which Certificates wee haue returned to your 


Lordſhips, according to your Order. V Vee further returne to your Lordſhips diuers 
Petitions complaining of the new Soape, with fome two or three hundred names ſet 


thereunto, which vpon examination wee finde to bee clamorous, and either to bee ſer to 
without the knowledge of the parties there named, orprocured by perſons who had no 
eperience of the ſaid Soape, and indeauoring to diſcouer the parties there named, wee 
ddfinde out but very few of them, and thoſe of meane condition, whereof the firſt was 
deldered, the ſecond lay in Childbed, and the husbands of both diſauowed the com- 
plaines, one other alleaged the complaints of her Laundreſſe, whoſe name ſhe knew not. 
ddiſauowed her owne name in the Petition; neither did wee finde any other whoſe 
names were vſed, that did ſpeake materially to the complaint, onely one Miſtris See- 
by affirmed, that ſhe found that the new Soape did waſh fine Cloathes reaſonable well, 
at courſe clothes not ſo well. VVe alſo receiued a Petition from the Silke-dyers, com- 
laming of the ſaid new Soape ( their vic thereof being different from the ordinary 
Fling of Linnen, ) they were anſwered by the Patentees in our preſence, that they 
nould bee ſerued with ſuch ſoape as would fitte their vie, and withall the ſaid Silke- 
Iyers did confeſſe, that they had received a Veſſell of new Soape from one of 
be Patentees which they acknowledged to bee good, and would deſire no better 


I their vie. 
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All which wee humbly ſubmit to your Lordſhips graue wiſedome and Conſidera- 
tion, and humbly reſt at your Lordſhips command.

And that euery Weauer ſhall to euery Cloth that hee ſhall weaue, let the 
Wictwo letters of his name of Baptiſme and Durname, oꝛ at the leaſt the firſt letter of his Sur- 
umt, and no other marke, And that the Weauer ſhal redeliner vnto the Clothier the thꝛummes, 
nuts and ends, # all pearne not wouen into the Cloth, and the Clothier ſhall take in the ſame 
ſyummes ends and knots, at ſuch pꝛite as others will gine foz the ſame, becauſe bnder colour of 
ing thꝛummes and ſuch like of the Weauer, the Clothter is robbed of much vearne. And 
Whereas Tuckers and Clothiers doe now vſe ſtone weights fo: weighing of their Cloth, which 
ung ot no certaine confents,becauſe they cannot bee ſealed, cauſe much deceit , His Highneſle 
ure is, and Hee doth hereby commandall Tuckers and Clothters whatſoener, where any 
doch is to bee ſealed, That they and enery of them befoze the foure andtwentieth day of June 
itt, pzoutde leaden weights, oz bꝛaſſe weights of Aucrs du poys lawfully ſealed, and that the 
luthlers, Searchers and Querleers ble thoſe and no other in weighing any Cloth; 

And Whereas in diners places where toloured tlothes are milled and dꝛeſſed, there bee ſundꝛy 
vatkes oz Tenters vſed with the lower Barre, which is lawfull to bee vſed foꝛ coloured and 
uuled Clothes, vnder colour whereof the white Clothes are allo often ſtrained with the lower 
lrre.contrary to the Statute made in this behalfe in the thꝛee and fourtieth peere of the raigne 
the late Queene Elizabeth, Foz the auoyding of this abuſe, His Highneſſe Commandeth that 
(ire ſhall bee no nohite Cloth hanged vpon any Racke oꝛ Tenter that hath two Barres, al⸗ 
ugh it hang but by one Liſt onely, but that all white Clothes ſhall bee hanged vpon ſuch 
itters as haue but one Barre. to wit, aboue, and no lower Barre.

glue the lame marke Which another vleth, though with addition oz difference oꝛ change of the 
colour : And where at pzelent leuerall men ble the lame marke, ſuch of them as haue longeſt 
vſed the ſame ſhall continue the ble thereof, and the others ſhall betake themlelues to the ble of 
new markes not vſedby others: And whereas diners Statutes made befoze the fourth peere of

| Siluer,# to be equalto the Engliſh Angel oz Soueraigne of Gold: The authozizing whereof com- 

N ming lately into Conſideration, among other Points recommended by Us to bee treated foz the 

Weale of both Kingdomes, by ſome of Our Counſell of each of them, It hath appeared that the 

intonuentente is fit to be remoued, which groweth by our authoꝛtzing it to bee equall to the Golde 

Coynes of England: Not that it is not woꝛth in true Ualue tenne Shillings of Pur Siluer Mo⸗ 

neys ot England, but becauſe that the Engliſh Coynes of Golde are not in regard ok the Stluer

Andone other Statute made in the ſecond peere of Henry the fourth, the fift Chapter, whereby the 

King did oꝛdaine and eſtabliſh, that from thencefozth that any ſearcher of the King nught find Gold 

dꝛ Siluer in Coyne oꝛ in Malle, in the keeping of any that ſhould be palling oꝛ vpon his paſlage, in a- 

ny Ship oꝛ Ueſſel, foꝛ to goe out ot any Poꝛt, Hauen, oꝛ Creeke of the Realme, without the Kings ſpe⸗ 
tiall Lycence, that Gold oꝛ Siluer ſhould be foꝛfeited to the King, (ſauing his reaſonable expentes) 
As by the lame Statute it doth and may moꝛe at large appeare. 

And we doe ſpecially charge and command, that the Mayoz and Bayliffes in euery Poꝛt, where 

Merchants and Ships ſhall be, and all luch to whom the lame ſhall oz may in any wiſe appertaine, 
doe from hentefooꝛth carcfully take the Oath of Maſters of Ships, and Merchants, accoꝛding to the 
true meaning ok the laid Statute, made in the laid ninth yeere of King kd ward the third: And that all 
Cuſtomers, Searchers Comptrollers, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters whatſoeuer, to 

whom it appertaineth , doe ſo carefully and diligently execute their ſeuerall Offices, as the ſaid Sta⸗ 
tutes and all others in any ſozt concerning the Pꝛemiſles, may without any default oz negligence in 
them, oꝛ any ofthem, be duely and effectually executed vpon paine of the greateſt punichment, that by 
Pur Tawes may be inflicted vpon them foz their default,negligence,andcontempt in that behalfe.

WE are not ignoꝛant in what degree ſlaughters vpon pꝛiuate Challenges are ranked — 
Lawes of the land, chowſoeuer iniurie be made the maſke )nozhow earneſt many buſie perſons 
are to make their owne wills abſolute in ſome point, ſinte they know not by what colour oz pꝛe⸗ 
tente to command in all , noꝛ how cunningly ſome argue foz excuſe of Challenges, by imputing 
weakeneſſe (as they would haue vs appꝛehend) tothe Lawes and Statutes ofthe Realme , in 
thatthey fozbeare either out of inſenſibilitie o2 neglect, to gine ſatiſtattion to ſome certaine termes 
and repꝛoches, As fo: example to that ofthe Lye,which the cuſtome and conſtruction of the dayes 
in which wee liue hath matched with thoſe wꝛongs that are 1 to be molt exoꝛbitant: Foz 
though no pzinate Challenge to the peril ofa loyall Subtects life, be either iuſt oꝛ compatible with 


the politie ot any oꝛderly oꝛ well ſtayed gouernment vpon ſuch pooꝛe grounds, as paſſion doeth 
commonly pꝛetend: yet ſo long as men deeply wounded by diſgrace, were let deſtitute of helpe by 
oꝛdinarie andlawfullmeanes, they might with better colour ſeeke to ſaue and ſatiſfie themlelues 
by thoſe ſharpe courſes which the Lawes cannot iuſtilie. 


But ſince Dar tare hath bene to giue ſatiſfaction by certaine Rules and limitations to the leaſt 
olkence.contempt oꝛ diſgrace, whereof reputation hath reaſonto be ſenſitiue, wee doe not onely ex- 
pect,but beſide both will and command, That after foꝛtie dayes expired, which wee pzeſcribe to be⸗ 
gin inſtantiy from the publication of Our p:ohibition , no man ſhall pꝛeſume in their wonted ma- 
ner (which ought indeed to be no maner among Wozthy Sublects and ſober men) either to ſend 
02 accept of Challenges, oꝛ to ſeeke ſatiſtattion by any other meanes then thoſe, which are made 
good either by the Lawes of the Kingdome, oz the Court ofHonour. Theſcope ofthis pꝛefixed 
limitation to the ſpace of foztie dayes (intendingonely to pꝛouide foꝛ Subtects, that by reaſon of 
their diſkance from the Centres of direction cannot ſo ſpeedily be made acquainted with Our mea- 
ning as they that are at hand) giueth ſmall aduantage to any inference , that in themeaneſpace it 
chalbe la wful to begin oꝛ pꝛoſecute a quarel in the foꝛme pꝛohibited. Foz Me do not onely exclude all 
ſuch Interpꝛeters from any kinde ofreſpite, diſpenſation oz benefit pꝛetended by the terme, in tale 
it may be pꝛooued by examinations oꝛ depolitions of witneſles, that befoze the quarell they were 
pꝛiuie to the ſtoppe) but further purpoſe alſo to deale moꝛe ſeuerely with them then any ofthereſt, 
fo: ſucking poiſon out ofHoniſackles,and making the care which woe take of men that haue not de⸗ 
ſerued ill, a warrant fo2 their owne wilfull boldneſſe, that is oppoſite to Authoꝛitie. 


But as it is certaine, that befoze the eye be able to diſterne plaine figures, it muſt be cleared and 
inlightned by that viliue facultie which nature her ſelfe affoꝛds; ſo is it no leſſe ſure, that inſtruc⸗ 
tion ought to p2ecede exetution: In reſpect wherof wee calling to mind out of that duetie which 
We owe to God, the pꝛetile account which We are to make in another woꝛld foꝛ the loſſe of ſo ma⸗ 
ny liues, as might haue bin letured by pꝛouidente, oꝛ pꝛeſerued by tare, and ſeeking no leſſe tenderly 
to relieue men that are ſenſitiue of honoꝛ, then to puniſh others that are tareleſſe of Our Charge, 
haue ſet downe two wapyes of ſatiſfaction: The firſt, to the publike Juſtice of the State ( woun⸗ 
ded by tontempt:) the ſecond to the party that tomplaines offended by dilgrate, as the beſt meanes 
to àppeale the wꝛath of God, and ſtay the current of manſlaughters among men: Foꝛ Our Sub⸗ 
tects may be mooued hereby to appꝛehend, that ſo long as they bꝛeake Our oꝛder, by calling men 
p:eſumptuouſly to triall by che Swoꝛd that in a better conrſe are ready to redeeme their errour 
by a moꝛe ciuill and ſober meane) they map reſt aſſured in both Caſes to feele the ſharpe edge of 


Our indignation by implacable ſeueritie. 


Touching the firſt bzanch, which pꝛoperly belongeth to Our plate, in affrighting pzeſumption 
with terrour, and pꝛide with puniſhment. it is not hard to obſerue, what ſatiſtaction the Juſtice 
of the State it ſelfe requires foꝛ the ſcoꝛne receiued from wilfull contempt at the hand ofthoſe.that 
notwithſtanding the remedies which are pꝛopoꝛtionablp ſet downe to wꝛongs, pet follow their 
old Paradox, ſuppolſing no ſatiſfaction to be ſuffitient, beſides that which the partie that hath bene 
offended, taketh with his owne hand, and by the ſwozd: a Maxime moze agreeable in trueth 
to the diſpoſition of a Cain, then of a Conſtantive. The pꝛopoꝛtions of puniſhments fo2 all ſozts of 
wꝛongs, are particularly expꝛeſſed, to exclude all excuſes of wilfull ignozance, publique reſpects 
holding by iuſt pꝛiuiledge the pꝛetedente of all pꝛiuate complaints, that in their fit times and pla⸗ 
tes tome by degrees, and at greater leaſure to be tompared and conſidered. Foꝛ by what reaſon 
can they challenge to be fozbozne with tenderneſſe, oz regarded with reſpect, that hauing befoꝛe 
their eyes an offer ofcozreſpondent ſatiſfaction, foꝛ iniury( not freſhly deuiſed, but anciently appꝛo⸗ 
ued by woꝛthy perſons, that were reputed both in Courts and Campes the greateſt Commaun⸗ 
ders in their time:) had rather take a courſe to aggrauate, then abate,to exaſperate then qualifie: 
beſides thoſe ſoꝛes, ſighes, and ſharpe coꝛraſiues, which ſingle Fights (perplering, 02 rather toz- 
menting the conlciences of quicke and ready vndertakers) doe commonly bꝛing with them. 


But becauſe it would be hard to compile within the bulke of an ozdinary P:oclamation ſo ma- 
ny differences by narrow diſtinction, ſo many motines of tudicious perſwaſion, fo many kindes 
of wozthy ſatiſfaction , as the difficulties of the poynt it ſelfe, and the turioſitie of queſtions in 
thele times, require: wee thought it requiſite to referre this Pzoclamation to a moꝛe large dil⸗ 
courle annexed, foꝛ the Warrant ot the reſolution it ſelfe,one furthering another by recipzocallre- 
lpects, and concurring offices. | 

The care which wee haue had euer ſince Wee were of vnderſtanding and dilcretionto welde 
the Scepter of Authoꝛitie and Mateſtte, which God by pꝛouidente vouchſafed to put into Nur 
hands, to pꝛeſerue Peace aud Concoꝛd among Our lopall andlouing Sublects,as well by ending 
cauſes ot hereditary Quarrels, as by pꝛeuenting all occaſions of Challenges, oꝛ Fights hand to

hand, which commonly arife out of wꝛongs either truely offered, oꝛ partially imagined, may bee 
beſt kno wen by the repoꝛt of ſo many gallant Noblemen,and Gentlemen, as haue had the honoꝛ 
both befoꝛe Our comming to this Crowne and ſince, to attend Our RoyallPerlſon in the qualitie 
| ofCouncellozs,o2dinary attendants,o2 Officers. 


Wee haue not ceaſed to call carefully and earneſtly vpon ſome that attend Our Seruice , that 
ſuch Kules, Coꝛrections, and Conſtitutions might bee publiſhed againſt ſome Cauillers in theſe 
dayes moꝛe apt to argue and conteſt,thento acknowledge andſubmit, admitting no other Judge 
of the iuſt meaſure foꝛ ſatiſfaction, then a ſharpe ſwoꝛd in the hand of malice, das eled, if notblin- 
ded with ſelfe lone; yet hath Our charitable purpoſe beene ſo often both impeached and delayed 
by interuening lets, as it could not ſo ſpeedily, as the quiet of the Kingdome, and the pꝛelerua⸗ 
tion of many both illuſtrious aud woꝛthie Families did require, attaine to that happie end which 


it aymed at. 


But finding by experience, that no kinde ol warning, though pꝛoteeding from Our lenitie and 
grace, is able to containe thoſe fiery affections, which create the matters vpon which their owne 
inuentions and malices may woꝛke, and that this roote of cankoz puts fozth dayly fruits of very 
bitter taſte, and deſperate effect, depzining the State of the kingdome of ſtrong limmes, Dur 
ſelues of wozthy Subtects,and great houſesof great hopes; Qurpleaſure is to let this wozthy 
wozke in Hand, with expedition, and fo leaue the full perfection, and entire accompliſhment to 
time, which lupplies induſtry, 


Touching the ſecond part of ſatiſfaction to the partie grieued and offended, to the qualitie and 
pꝛopoꝛtion of the wong, after that the pꝛite of contempt hath beene firſt anſwered to the Juſtice 
| of the Gouernment, Wee haue commended ſuch Juſtructions aud Heads to the Loꝛds in Com⸗ 
miſſion, as hauing bene firſt carefully craminev by them, then aduiſedly appꝛoued by Us, and ak⸗ 
ter foꝛmally digeſted into one body toꝛ an vniuerſall good, abounding alſo with thoſe pleaſing 
| balmes that are able alwell to conſolidate as heale, may ſerue foꝛ euer in that office, as infallible 
reteites aboue all exceptions to partiallity oz iniurie, when ſucceeding times hall marke with 
duetie and dilcretion, of what woꝛth thoſe perſons were that haue beene ſatillied. 


* wherefoze though we hold it fit in all points to pzeferre reaſon to opinion, yet we wil admit no 

| ſach conceits foꝛ reaſons, as neglecting vninerſall rules (which are indeed the fruits of experiente 
and the treaſure oftime,) applie them ſelues wholly to the pleaſing of the vulgar taſte, and to the 
ſpꝛeading of a common Paradox: Neither will wee euer giue way (lo long as it ſhall pleaſe God 
that we weare this Crowne, and ſit in this chaire of State) to thoſe giddie ſpirits, that out of vaine- 
gloꝛie 02 newfangleneſſe in matters that belong to Regalment and Diſcipline, take a pꝛide to 
lwarue from the Renerend Impꝛeſſions ofelder times, that haue wꝛought themlelues into that 
ö —.—. — ==> hg they hold by the woꝛlds applauſe , and the pꝛoofe which all men haue of an 
vniuerlall ptilitie. 


All men that rightly vnderſtand the nature oftheſe Challenges, x ſingle Fights hand to hand, 
dbꝛ by match among Gentlemen, after a Challenge ſent in cold blood, either by wꝛiting, oꝛ by 
meſſage, and accepted of the partie oppoſite, muſt acknowledge that this bzauery, was firſt bozne 
and bꝛed in Foꝛraine parts; but after connated ouer into this Jlland,as many other hurtfull and 
bnlawfull Wares are oftentimes in cloſe packs, that neuer had the Seale of the plates from 
* Whence they were bꝛought to warrant them. Foz though it bee true that pꝛinate men haue had 
their paſlions in attempting Quarrels, and ſome Pꝛintes like wile their errours and facilities, in 
winking at mens weakenelles in this kinde, koꝛ the ſpace of many peeres; yet doth it not appeare 
* byReco2de, oꝛ Hiſtoꝛie, that anyone Kingdome , State of Peeres, oꝛ Demotratie, ſince the begin- 
ning of the Wonꝛld till this day, did euer make good oꝛ auow the lawfulneſſe of thoſe attempts vn- 

der their Scales oꝛ Certificates, which their own Lawes, the Law of Nations, and the Lawes 
dk God, doe bothabhozre and aboliſh, 


But lince we finde of late that the Commanders of thoſe States, wherein Fights vpon Chal- 
| lenge were moꝛe frequent in foꝛmer times,vpon the daily Demonſtrations ofthe miſchicfe which 
they powꝛe, both into pꝛiuate Families, and into the Common wealth it ſelke, haue beene moze 
quicke and ſharpe then any other (as their owne Edicts declare) to ſuppꝛeſſe the very ſeeds ; it 
were ſtrange that Our Subiects ſhould bee leſſe apt to follow Foꝛraine pꝛetedents, foꝛ the ſetu⸗ 
ritie both of their conſcientes and liues, then they were befoze to ſecond them in the wilfull courſes 
Which they tooke, to the viter ouerthꝛow both of their lines and conſciences, making ſhipwꝛacks 
oktheir Doules by falling vpon this fatal rocke, without a moze ſecret and ſound repentance then

any manaline, without the gilt of Pꝛopheſie, can warrant oz aſſure vnto himſlelfe in theſe ſpeedie 
courſes ofdiſpatch , that ſend ſhozt Summons, foz to pꝛoteſt to God pziuately,as ſome aduiſe all 
Combatants AS the lureſt helpe at a pinch befoze they begin fight, that [Their end is rather to repell 
and revenge diſgrace, then to draw blood | were in plaine termes Actum agere proteſtationi contrarium, 
and a moꝛe tertaine way to exaſperate the wꝛath of God by vntimely dalliance, then to excuſe con⸗ 


tempt by hypotriſie. | | | 

It ſkils not who repꝛooue, when Wee reſolne , who diſpute when Wee decide , Who mu⸗ 
tine againſt that which wee vow to maintaine, oꝛ who complaine when Wee pꝛoſetute: Foz 
Our purpole is grounded vpon God, it is of pzoofe , it hath euer beene of vſe, in a very high de- 
gree pꝛeſeruing the foꝛtunes, the lines, andthe very ſoules of Our Subiects, from the ſpoileof 
Cormorants, the rage of weapons that reuenge as they are vſed, without regard of iuſt meaſure, 
and from the iawes of hell: Wherefoꝛe let this lerue foꝛ a gracious and faire warning to Our lo⸗

1 =” HisMateſtiefindingthe ſame Pꝛoclamation not ſo duely o⸗ 
beyed and oblerued as it ought to bee, doeth Heereby require and tommand, that the layd 
Pꝛoclamation, being ſtill in Foꝛte, bee foz the time to tome moꝛe ſtraitly put in executi- 
on: Not intending neuertheleſſe heereby to reuoke oꝛ diſcharge any Libertie which the 
Eaſt India Company (being a Company that deſerueth lo well to bee vpheid and entoura⸗ 
ged) hath, oz ought to haue by the lawfull vle and pꝛattiſe of their Charter.

And furthermoze , the better to kerpe the Gold and Siluer of this Kingdome, not 
onely within the Realme, from being expoꝛted, but that it may alſo bee continued in Mo⸗ 
neys and Coyne, foꝛ the vle and tommerte of his Maieſtie and his louing Subietts, c not 
turned into any dead Malle of Plate, noꝛ exhauſted and conſumed in vanities by Building, 
and the pzomiſcuous vſe of Gold and Siluer Foltate, which haue beene in the Reiqnes 
of diners Kings ofthis kealme ſeuerallypꝛouided foꝛ, and pꝛohibited: 

Hts Maieſtie doeth like wile charge andcommaund , That no Goldſmith oz other per⸗ 
ſon whatſoeuer, ſhall from hencefoꝛth Melt, oz make into any kind of Ueſſell oz Plate, oz 
into any other Mannfacture , any the Moneys oꝛ Copnes of his Maieſties Realmes oz 
Dominions , oz currant within the ſame; but ſhall onely Melt and make the ſame Plate, 
Veſſell, oz other Manufactures, out of old Plate, fozraigne Bullion oꝛ Copne,o: of Siluer 
burnt out of Late, and the like: vpon paine ofthe fozfeiture ofthe Double value of theſayd 
Coyne ſo tonuerted oꝛ made into Plate, and of ſuch other penalties, as by the Lawes, oꝛ 
by his Mateſttes pꝛerogatiue Royall may be inflicted bpon them. 

And the better to pꝛeuent the vnnetellarp and exceſſine waſte of Golde and Siluer Fo⸗ 
liate within this Bealme; His Maieſtie doth like wile hereby pꝛohibite and fozbid , That 
no Gold oz Siluer Foliate ſhall be from Hencefozth wꝛought, vled, oꝛ imployed in any Buil⸗ 
ding, Seeling, Wainſcot, Wedſteds, Chapꝛes, Stooles, Coaches, oz any other Oꝛnaments 
whatloeuer, Except it be Armour, oꝛ Weapons, oꝛ in Armes and Enſignes of honour at 
Funerals, oꝛ: Monuments ot the dead: And therekoze willeth and commaundeth, That 
no Artificer, Tradeſman, oz other, ſhall at any time after Sixe Moneths from the Date of 
his Maieſties Pꝛotlamation, pꝛeſume to Woꝛke, Uſe, oz Pmploy in oꝛ about any Buil⸗ 
ding, Seeling, Waineſcot,. Bedſteds, Chapꝛes, Stooles, Coaches, oz any other Oꝛnaments 
whatloeuer, (Except Armour oꝛ Weapons, Armes and Enſignes of honour, oz Monu⸗ 
ments of the dead as afozeſayv) any Gold oz Siluer Foliate, vpon paine ofhis Maieſties 
high dilpleaſure, and the Fozfeiture ofthe lame Patertals oꝛ Woꝛkes ſo Siluered o Gilt, 
and to be further puniſhed as contemners of his Pateſties Nopall Commandement.

And Wee further will and command the Loꝛd Maioꝛ of the Citie of London, and 
the Aldermen, and Reco2der of the ſaide Citie, koꝛ the time being, and allo all and euerie 
Our Juſtites of Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, c all other Our Officers, 
andlouing Dubtects,alwel within Liberties as without, within Our Counties of Mtd- 
dleſex, and Surrey, to bee ayding, and allifting to Our ſaide Commiſſioners, and enery 
ofthem, in the due execution of Sur pleaſure heerein, as they, and eueryofthem will bee 
accomptable foꝛ the ſame when wee ſhall require it. And to the end that Our Subtects, 
within the plates and limits afozeſaide, may be the better fozewarned and taught to per⸗ 
koꝛme their obedience in the pzemiſſes, which woe ſtraitly will and require at their hands:

be, actoꝛding to the old Inſtitutions, choſen of the graueſt, ableſt, and beſt affected minds that 
nap be found. And therefoꝛe out of the Care of the Common good, whereof themſelues are 
alſo participant, Wee doe hereby admonilh all Our louing Subiettes that haue votes in the 
Elections, that Choiſe be made of perſons appꝛoued foꝛ their ſincerity in Religion, and not 
of any, that is noted either of ſuperſtitious blindneſſe one wap, oꝛ of turbulent humozs another 
way, butoffuch as ſhall be found 5ealous and obedient childꝛen to this their Mother Church. 
And as to the Knights of Shires, That they caſt their eyes vpon the woꝛthieſt men, of all 
ſloꝛtes of Knights and Gentlemen, that are Guides and Lights of their Countries, of good 
| experience, and great integritie, Men that leade an honeſt and exemplarp life in their Countries, 
doing Us good ſeruice therein, And no Wankrupts o2 diſcontented Perſons that cannot fiſh 
but in troubled waters: And foꝛ the 2Burgeſlſes, That they make choice of them that beſtvn- 
derſtand the State ot their Countries, Citties , oꝛ Bozoughs , And where ſuch may not be had 
within their Cozpozations , then of other graue and diſcreet men, fit to ſerue in ſo wozthie an 
Allembly. Foz Wee may Well fozeſce, how ill effects the bad choice of vnfit men may p2oduce.if 
the Houſe ſhould bee ſupplied with Bankrupts and neceſſitous perſons that may deſire long 
Parliaments foztheir pꝛiuate pꝛotections, Oꝛ with young and vnexperienced men that are 
mot ripe and mature foꝛ ſo graue a Councell, Oꝛ with men of meane qualities in themſelues, 
who map onely ſerue to applaud the opinion of others on whom they depend, Oꝛ vet with cu- 
rious and wꝛangling Lawyers, who may ſeeke reputation by ſtirring needlefſe queſtions: But 
Wee Wiſh all Hur good Subiects ſo to vnderſtand theſe Our admonitions, as that ee no way 
meeane to barre them of their lawfull freedome in election, actoꝛding to the fundamentalllawes 
and laudable cuſtome of this Our Kingdome, and eſpectallyin the times of good and ſetled go- 


uernement.

abuſes, by Billes of Conformity. 


Hereas diners Billes of complaint, commonly called, Billes of 


Fa Confo2mitie ,haue of late yeeres been exhibited into his Maie⸗ 

ſties Court of Chancerie, and other His Courts of equitie, by lun · 

dꝛy perſons againſt their Creditozs,of purpoſe to enfoꝛte them, ei⸗ 

ther to attept leſſe then their iuſt debts and dammages, oꝛ to giue 

Ii longer dayes oꝛ times of paiment and fozbearance, then the ſaid 

Creditoꝛs were willing to doe, pꝛetending inhability æ non fol- 

nencie, lometimes by reaſon of ſodaine and accidentall loſſe and 

dammage, ſometimes by ſuertiſhip, ſometimes by euill debtozs, 

and ſundꝛy other ſuggeſtions and pꝛetences, tending to no other 

end oꝛ purpole , but to defeat oꝛ delay their iuſt and honeſt Cre- 

ditoꝛs of their due debts and dammages: which Willes haue beene exhibited, ſometimes by 
the debtoꝛs alone, c ſometimes by the debtoꝛs and ſome of their Creditozs by tonſent, oꝛ con⸗ 
ninencte betweene them: And vpon ſuch billes diners Decrees, Oꝛders, and pꝛoteedings 
haue paſſed, to che great dammage of the Common wealth, foꝛ that thereby hath enſued al⸗ 
well the imboldening of Debtoꝛs not to pay their debts in due time, whereby many men 
haue beene dilappointed, and not able to keepe their tredit with others, to their extreame 
detriment, as allo the encouraging of wilfull Bankerupts, and deceitfull perſons, and the 
ſcarcity of money ( being the mealure ot all bargaines and contractes betweene man and 
man) together with a general hinderante of trade. e traffique,# many other intonuenientes, 
Which by reaſon ok this late and dangerous innention of Biles and ſuites of confozmity 
haue happened, as by due and iuſt examination ( foꝛ the refoꝛmation of ſo great an euill, and 
foꝛ his Maieſties honour) hath beene found out, and reſolued by the houſe of Commons in 
this pꝛelent Parliament: all which inconuenientes by the ſaide Billes and ſuits of confo:- 
mity haue intreaſed mo2e c moꝛe, ſithence his Maieſtie (out of his Pzincely pꝛouidente) hath 
taken a moꝛe exatt and tarefuli courſe touching Pꝛotettions, then had beene fozmerly accu- 
ſtomed; whereby many and great delaies of oy — of debts, and dueties, and or other inſt 
cauſes of ſuites haue beene auoided, which in fozmer times had beene ocraſioned by ſome 


kinds of Pꝛotettions. 5

FI Ehereas, foꝛ the benefit and tommoditie of this Hur Realme of England, 
E as well in the maintenance of Hur Nauie and Shipping (a pꝛincipall 
atrength of this Jiand) as fozthe ſparing and increaſe of Fleſh victuall, 
* | divers good Lawes and Statutes haue beene pꝛouided, foz the due obs 
ſeruation of Lent, and other dayes appointed fo2 Fiſh dates , which from 
time to time haue beene ſecondedand quickned by ſundzy Our Pꝛotlama⸗ 
tions, and other Actesand Oꝛdinances of State; And whereas, not- 
withſtanding the many good pꝛouiſions heretofoze had and made in 
that kind, Mee pet find the inoꝛdinate libertte now vſually taken by all 
ſo:ts ofpeople to kill, dꝛeſſe, and eate Fleſh in the Lent ſeaſon, and on o- 
l | ther dayes and times pꝛohibited by Law, is become an eutll of ſuch muete⸗ 
ate growth, as it requireth moꝛe then oꝛdinary care to ſuppꝛeſſe the ſame: 
| Wee therefoꝛe much affecting the Refoꝛmation of this ſo great an euill (and enemy to the plentie of

And therefoꝛe Wee doe ſtraitly Charge and Command all and euerp perſon and perſons whatſo⸗ 
ter, to whom it may appertaine, carefully to pꝛouide and ſee, that theſe Oꝛders following map bee 
nely obſerued and put in execution, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties as bythe 
Lawes of this Our Realme map bee inflicted vpon the Offenders foz their contempt oz neglectof 
Is and Our Lawes, whereof we ſhalt ſhew Ourſelues moſt ſenſible. 
And firſt, whereas we find that the chiefeſt cauſe of theſe diſozders hath growen from the Licences 
hat haue bin granted to Butchers to kill and vtter fleſh contrary to Law, and that by Hur Lawes 
ld Mayoz, Juſtite of Peace, oꝛ other perſon of what degree oz quality ſoeuer, can grant any Licence 
this kind, And that the Loꝛds and others of Pur Pꝛiuie Councell, doe by Our direction fozbeare 
grant the ſame,o2 to giue wapthereto; Our will and pleaſure ts vpon the penalties pꝛouided by 
Law, and ſuch further puniſhment to be inflicted vpon the Offenders,as ſhall be thought meet, that 
o ſuch Licence ſhall be graunted foꝛ the killing oꝛ vttering of Fleſh , Andthat no Butcher 02 other 
jerſon whatloeuer, doe by colour thereof, kill, vtter, oz put to ſale, any fleſh contrary to the Lawes 
flabiiſhed and pꝛouided in that behalfe. 
And foꝛ the auoiding of ſuch inconueniences hereafter, Our will and pleaſure is, That the Lozd 
Hatoꝛ of Our City of London, and enery other Officer c Juſtice of Peace, ſhall call befoze them, and 
end foꝛ any of the ſeruants of any Inholders, Utctuallers, Cookes, Alehouſckeepers, | , 
Md keepers of Oꝛdinary Tables, andſuchothers that vtter Uictualles, and to examine them bpon 
heir toꝛpoꝛall Oathes. what Fleſh ts, oz hath beene during the Lent ſeaſon,ozother dayespzohtbited 
the Law, dꝛeſſed, killed, vttered oz eaten in their honſes,which it they ſhall refuſe to doe, ihen to 
dinmntt to pꝛiſon the laid ſeruants lo refuſing vpon their Sathes to detlare the trueth. 


That the L02d Mato? ſhall alſo peerely befoꝛe Lent, oꝛ at the beginning chereof, cauſe all Inhol⸗ 
ders. Keepers of O2zdinary Tables, Uictuallers, Alehouſekeepers, and Tauerners within the City 
and Liberties thereof, to appeare befoꝛe Him, oꝛ ſuch perſon as hee ſhall appoint meet foz that pur- 
pole, And ſhallcake Recognizances with ſufficent Sureties of euery of themin good ſummes of 
money (viz) one hundꝛed pounds ofthe Pꝛintipall. and their Sureties thirtie pounds aptece, to Pur 
ple, not to dzefſe any Flech in their houles in the Lent time, oꝛ at any other times pꝛohibited foꝛ any 
reſpect, noꝛ ſuffer it to be eaten contrary to the Law. The like Recogmizance with Sureties, halbe 
taken of the like parties vpon like penaities, by the Juſticesof Peace of Our City of Weſtminſter, 
and the Liberties therok. And eucry ofthe laid Recognizances to becertifiedinto Dur Exchequer, 
And foꝛ the Butchers and others that come with victuall of Fleſh out ofthe Countrep tothe City, 
Our pleaſure is, That the Loꝛd Maioꝛ ſhali caufecertatne perſons to watch at the Gates and other 
like plates in the Suburbs, where Flech may bee bzought, to view and ſearch, and to intertept the 
ſame: and if any ot thoſe watchmen ſhall be found negligent and coꝛrupt in his Charge, then hee to 
be committed to pꝛilon during the whole Tent. 

And to the end that Fiſhermen may imploythemſlelues to Sea with better entouragement then 
heretofoꝛe, and that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themſelues with ſuch ſtoze from time to time 
hereafter, as ſhall be expedient, al well foꝛ the pꝛouiſion ofthe Citie, as foz ſelling the ſame at reaſona- 
ble Rates; Mee will that they take notice of this Our Commandement and conſtant reſolution fo: 
the obſeruance of Lent, and Fiſh - dapes, both now and hereakfter, as by Law is required. 

And furthermoꝛe, as We thinke it fit that euery man ſhould bea rule of oꝛder and abſtinente in his 
owne houſe, as well in refpect of the publique, as of his pꝛiuate eale and benefit, Do Wee ſtraightly 
charge and tommand all Inholders, Keepers of Oꝛdinarp Tables. Utctuallers, Alehouſekeepers, 
and Tauerners, not to make any Supper fo2 any perſon oz perſons whatſoener vpon Friday 
nights, either in Lent oꝛ out of Lent; noꝛ to ſuffer any meat to be then dꝛeſſed, vttered, ſold oꝛ eaten 
in their houſes , vpon paine of ſuch puniſhinent as ts due to thoſe that ſhall contemne Our Ropall 

pleafure and Coinmandement. 

And foꝛalmuch as vpon further aduice and conſideration had, that the reſtraint of killing and dꝛel⸗ 
(ingof Fleſh is no ſufficient remedy foꝛ the milchiefe , vnleſſe there be better care taken allo to ſup- 
pꝛeſſe the vnlawftull and in oꝛdinate eating of fleſh in the time of Lent, and on other dapes and times 

prohibited, wherewith Our Subiects haue accuſtomed themſelues rather fo2 delicacy then koꝛ necef- 

litie; It is therefoꝛe Dur Royall will and pleaſure, and accoꝛdingly We doe hereby ſtraightly pꝛo⸗ 

hibite and foꝛbid all Pur Subiects of what degree oꝛ quality ſoeuer within this Our Realme,to eat 
any maner offleſh in the time of Lent, oꝛ on other dapes now vſually oblerued as Fiſh-dayes, with⸗ 
gut a ſpetiall Licence firſt obtained from the Btſhop of the Dioteſie, oꝛ ſuch other as by the Law

And therekoꝛe, though Hts Highneſle was moſt willing to haue allowed them a longer time to

to his highneſſe, that the lame ſhould tend to the Common good and p2ofite of his Sublects; 
HoWbeit, vpon examination it doth appeare, that many ofthe laid Grantes were not onely obs 
- tained vpon falle and vntrue ſurmiſes, but haue been alſo notoztoufly abuſed : His Maieſtie ha- 
ning heretofoze publiſhed in Pꝛint his dillike of ſuch Suites, together with his hatred and de⸗ 
teſtation of all impoꝛtunities to obtaine oꝛ pzocure the ſame, is willing to manifeſt; That theſe 
- abuſes and ſurreptions againſt his p2eciſe Charge and Direction, haue confirmed Him in an vt- 
ter diſtaſte of Suites of that nature, andis relolued, by making thoſe Patents already obtat- 
ned from him to be fruitleſſe to the Pꝛotcurers, to diſcourage all others hereafter to p:efle oꝛ im/ 
po2tune Him in the like. And therckoze his Mateſtie diſcerning, that theſe particuler Pa⸗ 
tents enſuing : Namely, of, and concerning the making of Gold and Siluer foliat, The Lt- 
tenſing of Pedlers and pettie Chapmen, The ſole dꝛeſling of common Armes, The expoꝛtati⸗ 
on of Liſts, Shzeds, and other like things The ſole making of Tobacco pipes, The hotte 
Pꝛeſſe, The mannyfacture of plaping Cardes, and bꝛogging of Wooll, haue been found of enill 
conſequence, and ſome of them haue been much abuſed, contrary to His Maieſties gracious in⸗ 
tention and the ſame being made axpeare to the parties interreſſed in thoſe Grants, they 
haue voluntarily ſubmitted ; which his HighneſTe accepting, hath taken oꝛder foz the pꝛelent 
ſurrender of the ſame Patents; and doeth hereby abſolutely fozbid all further exetution of 
them, oꝛ any of them, oꝛ of any thing in them, oꝛ any of them contained, oz of any Pꝛoclama⸗ 
=o publiſhed, foꝛ, oꝛ in anp ſoꝛt to the furthering oꝛ ſtrengthening of them, oꝛ any 
okthem. 
And wheras at the impoꝛtunity of ſome Suito2s, & fo2 thetr pꝛiuate benefit, ſundꝛy Commil- 
fions, and generall Warrants vnder the great Seale, oz Pꝛiuie Seale, haue beene pꝛocured, 
concerning the pardoning oꝛ diſpenſing with Tradel men, foꝛ not ſeruing a Pꝛentite-hood, foꝛ 
pardoning o2 diſpenſing with the conuerſion of arable Land into Paſture, foz Licencing of 
Wine caſ ke, foꝛ making of Dentzens,fo: granting of Leetes,fo2 paſſing of Parkes.and Free- 
' warrens.fo2 granting of Faires and Markets, foꝛ granting of Tols, Stallages, and other like 
dueties, fo: Leaſing of Tithes, foꝛ Paſſing oꝛ Leaſing of Contealements, Intruſions, In⸗ 
troachments, Lands out of Charge, and other Lands of like nature the execution of which 
Commiſſions and Marrants hath not beene anſwerable to his Maieſties Gracious intenti⸗ 
on, noꝛ to the ſuggeſtions and ſpecious pꝛetentes, whereupon He was mooued and induced to 
grant the lame: Therefoze, and becauſe the ſame Commiſſions and Warrants, being execu⸗

ments of Beauer , The making of hard waxe, The making of Chamlets, The making of 
backe Screenes, The making of foztage and lineage fozPaper, The meaſuring of Cozne, 
' Coale,and Salt, The pzintingofBziefs,andother things vpon one ſide of paper, The weigp⸗ 
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ing ot hay and Straw, The dilcouerie of annoyancesin the Thames, and Ballaſting chips: 
his Maieſtie doeth hereby publiſh and declare his gratious will andPleaſure, That all and 
every perſons that at any time hereakter (hall finde themſelues grieued, iniuried, oz W2on- 
ged by reaſon of any ofthe laid Graunts, oꝛ any Clauſe, Article oꝛ thing therein contamed, ma 
take their remedie therefoze by the Common Lawes ofthe Reatme, oz other oꝛdinary tou 

of Juſtice, any matter oꝛ thing in the ſayd Graunts to the contrary notwithſtanding, 

And further, His Maieſtie fo: thefurthcrance andincreale ofthe Trade and Manufactures 
bk this Realme,and at the humble inſtance t petition of the Lozds and Commons of his high 
Court ok Parliament, hauing taken into his Pꝛintely care the Trade of the Outpoꝛts of this 
Realme in new Dꝛaperies; Hath, by and with the adnile of his Pꝛiuie Counſell, and with the 
tonlent of the Merchant Aduenturers ofthe Citie of London relolued, and doeth hereby pub- 

liſh and declare, That the Inhabitants of the Outpoꝛts may from hencefozth participate with 
the Merchant Aduenturers freely and indifferentlyin the fozratgne Trade of new Dzapertes, 
aͤlwell in the Mart Townes, as in any other place where the Merchant Aduenturers ſhall 
giue libertie to any of their owne Company to vent thoſe tommodities: And that in the ſapd 
Mart townes, and in all other places within the pꝛetincts of the Merchant Aduenturers, the

of the Cuſtomes, and their Deputies, Miniſters, and waiters, not to permit any Woolls, 
02 Woolfels, to paſſe out of any the ſaid Kingdomes oz Domintons, oꝛ out of any the ſaid 
Illes, neither vnder colour of tariage from Pozt to Poꝛt, noꝛ other wile openly noz p2tutly, 
pon paine of loſſe of their plates, and ſuch other puniſh ment, as ſhould be iuſt and meet. 

And his Mateſtte did further command and authoꝛize all and euery Juſtites of Peace, and 
all Maioꝛs and pꝛintipall Officers of Cities æ Townes, that where they ſhould be enfozmed of 
any great and extraoꝛdinarp quantitie of Woolls and Woolkels, to bee gathered o2 beſtowed 
in any Barnes, Stoꝛehoules, oꝛ other plates of reteipt neere the Sea coaſt, and out of the ſur⸗ 
uey and view of the Dfficers of the Poꝛts, That in euerp ſuch caſe they ſhould arreſt ſuch 
Woolls,and Woolkels, and take oꝛder by Bond oꝛ otherwile, koꝛ their ſtay and ſafe keeping, vn⸗ 
till they Had certified his Maieſties Pꝛiuie Countell, and recetued oꝛder from them foꝛ the ſame.

And further, that acco2ding to the Suit and defire of the Inhabitants of the Dominion 
of wales, expꝛeſſed by a Bill in Parliament, which hath paſſed the Houſe of Commons, all and 
euery Subiect of this Nealme of England, and the Dominion of Wales, when the common 
and oꝛdinary pꝛices of Butter within the faid Dominion of Wales, and Countie of Mon⸗ 

mouth, thall not exceed the rates 02 pꝛites of thꝛee pente the pound, from the laſt day of Apal, 
yeerely vnto the firſt day of Nouember; and foure pence the pound, from the laſt day of Octo⸗ 
ber yeerely, vnto the firſt day of Apꝛil, vntill ſome Acte of Parliament (hall paſſe, concerning

I tions, and other Actes and Oꝛdinances of State: And whereas, notwith⸗ 
/ſtanding the many good pꝛouiſions heeretofoꝛe had and made in that kind, 
We pet find the inoꝛdinate liberty now vſually taken by all ſoꝛts of people,

Dis Maieſties intention it were limited oꝛ reſtrayned to any certain times, oꝛ to particular grienances) 
thought ſit heereby againe to inuite His ſubiects to imbꝛace His gracious and Paincely fauour, foꝛ the

R Kings moſt Excellent Maieſty conſidering the ſcarcity of money and coine of late 
Q reeres growen within the Realme, occaſioned partly by tranſpozta- 
tion thereof out of this kingdome, and partly by the vnlawkull conſump⸗ 
Ve tionthereot within the land, whereof many vuſufferable inconuentences 
doe daily ariſe, #moze are like to enſue, to the generall hurt and dammage 
XV 7& ) of the whole common weale , if ſome timely and good remedy be not pꝛo⸗ 
uided; And calling to mind the many & good Laws and Statutes made 
4 , 9 1 inthetimes of his moſt noble pꝛogenttours and pꝛedeteſſoꝛs, Kings of 
this Realme, as alſo the ſeuerall Pꝛotlamations publiſhed by his owne 
1 Royall authozity ſince the beginning of his moſt happy Reigne : Not- 
. withſtanding all which, and ſome remarkeable examples of Juſtice in his 
high Court of Starre chamber againſt ſome pzincipall offenders in this kinde, many couetous and 
greedy perſons, haue and dayly doe with great boldneſſe and contempt,continue and pꝛoteed in thoſe 
bnlawfull and offenſiue courſes, tending to the exhauſti ig ofthe treaſure ofthe Realme , and vtter 
ouerthꝛow of trade and commerce within the lame.

We do further ſtraitly charge and command, that if any Officer oz Miniſter of oz belonging to Our 
Cuſtomes oꝛ Pozts, oꝛ attending at any the Hauens, Creekes, oꝛ places adiatent, oꝛ carrying to the 
Sea, ſhall conſento2connine at the vnlawfull expoꝛtation ofthe pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ any of them: Oꝛ if any 
ok them ſhall make any cercificate vpon any cocket ofthe landing of any woolles in any Poꝛts ofthis 
Pur Realme, vnleſſe the Officer himſelfe, who ſhall make ſuch certificate, do firſt ſee the ſame Wools 
landed, acco2ding to the contents of the ſayd certificate : Oꝛ it the ſayd O fficers oꝛ any of them ſhall 
make any cocket, which ſhall not conteine both the number of Sackes, and the weight of the wooll 
in euery Sack conteyned in ſuch cocket; That then euery luch Officer and Miniſter, who ſhall offend 
in any the pꝛemiſſes, ſhall not onely foꝛfeit his Office, place. and employment, but ſhall alſo incurre 
all other the paynes and penaltics afoꝛeſayd.

: — _—: That then euery perſon ſo offending ſhall be ſubtect vnto ſuch paines and penalties 
| as atozelapd. 
And in caſe there be now in foꝛte any fozmer Licences oꝛ authoꝛities heeretofoze giuen and gran- 
ted by Us. oꝛ any ok Our Pzedeceſſozs, fo: tranſpoztation of Woolles, 92 any other the pꝛemiſſes, 
we doe heereby reuoke and dilanull the ſame ; And are reſolued. that none ſuch heereafter ſhall bee 
granted: And foꝛ the better vtterance of Cloth within this Our Kingdome, Wee doe ſtraitly charge 
and command that when, and as often as vpon the occafion of any Burials 02 Funerals, any Blacks 
be heereakter giuen oꝛ woꝛne; That then ſuch blackes and mourning ſtuffes ſhall bee onelyof Cloth 
and Stuffes, made of the Wooll of this Kingdome, and not ellewhere, noꝛ otherwiſe. 
- And koꝛ that wee are inkoꝛmed that the falſe dying of Eloth and Stuffes made of wWoolls, is a 
great hinderance to the vent of thoſe commodities : There foꝛe Me ſtraitly will and command, That 
no perlon whatſoeuer in, oꝛ towards the dying of any Cloth, of what ſozt ſoeuer, oꝛ of anp Stuffes 
made of oll, ſhall vſe any Togwood oz Blocke wood, the vle whereof about the ſayd Clothes 
and Stuffes, hath ſo often by ſeuerall Lawes and Pꝛotlamations becne already condemned : And 
| foz the better diſcouery of falſe and deceauadle dying, and the ſuppꝛeſſing of the ſayd Logwood and 
Blotke wood, in and about the dying of Stuftes made of wooll, Wee ſtraitly charge and command 
the Wardens ofthe Diers of London, within the tompaſſe of their ſearch, and all other Officers in o⸗ 
ther plates, That from time to time thep make carefull e diligent ſearch foz the diſcouery of all falſe 
and decetitfull dying : and if in their learches they ſhall finde any Cloth oꝛ Stuffe died with Log- 
wood o2 Blocke wood, either in all oꝛ in part, That they ſeaz e the ſame, and infozme Our Attur.

E Kings moſt Excellent Maieſty, conſidering how much it importeth the honor, 


ſafety, and wealth ofthis Realme, that the nauigation ofthe ſame bee 
carefully continued and maintained and that there be ſkilfull Mariners, 
and Seafaring men at all times in readineſſe,to furniſh,aſwell his Ba- 
eſties owne Royall Nauy,vponall occaſions,as the ſhipping of his ſub- 
tects; And vnderſtanding, that the Mariners and Seafaring men of 
this Realme, haue of late peeres in great numbers, without any licence 
o2lufficient warrant, put themſelues into the ſeruite of fozraine Pzinces 
and States, and of Strangers bone, wherby both his Baieſties Nauy 
| and the Realme ingenerall,areltkely to be depziued of their ſeruite, when 
SE there (hall be anyneedfuil vſe thereof, if ſome timely remedy be not p2out- 
ded, to meet with ſo great an intonueniente; And weighing, that it is apzincipallpart ofthe allege- 
ante and duty ok aſubiecc,to attend the ſeruice of his liege Soueraigne and Country: His Mateſty 
doth therfoze ſtraitly inhibite and foꝛbid, that no Mariner oꝛ Seafaringman,Ship-waight, oz Dhip-

Wee willing, not onelp to tread in the ſteps of Our laid deare Siſter, but to adde luch further 
ſtrength as ſhall be meete, to thoſe pzonident and good ©2ders made in her time, Baue thought 
it to pabliſh and declare vnto all Our Subiects, That it is Our expꝛeſſe will and Commande⸗ 
ment, that the laid Decree be krom hencefoo2th ſtrictly oblerued, and put in execution. 


And to meet with themaltce and craft of uch, as by ſicight oꝛ cunning ſhall attempt, oꝛ goe a- 
bout to vndermme, 62 auoyd all oz any part of the ſapdDecree,we doe ſtraitly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid, 
that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoener, either Our naturall bozne Subiect, Dentzen. oz Stranger, 
doe at any time hereafter, either within Our owne Domtnions oꝛ withort imp unt, oz cauſe to be 
unpꝛinted, oz bꝛing in, oꝛ cauſc to be bꝛought in, into this Dur Reaime, oꝛ ſow, ſtitch, binde, ſell, 
put to ſale, oꝛ diſperſe any ſeditious, ſchiſmaticall, oz other ſcandalous Bookes, oz Pamphlets 
whatſocuer, oꝛ any other booke oz bookcs (though lawfull oꝛ allowed to bee p ꝛinted by (ach to 
whom the Printing thereot doth belong) which ſhall be Pꝛinted tontrary tothe true intent ol the 

ſayd Decrce, oꝛ ſhatbe Pꝛinted out ofthis Realme , of purpoſe to auoyd the ſayd Decree, oꝛ any 
pꝛohibitton oꝛ reſtraint conteyned tn any Letters Patents, Pꝛiuiledge. oꝛ iawfull ozdinance, vpon 
paine of Our indignation and heaup diſpleaſure, and of the paines, puniſhments and impꝛiſon⸗ 
ments, contepnedinthe ſayd Decree, and ſuch further cenfures, as by Pur Court of Star-cham- 
very and high Commiſſion reſpectiuely, (hall be thought meet to be inflicted on them, koꝛ ſuch their 
offenccs. 

And wee doc ſtraitly charge, authoziſe, and command the Maſter and Keepers, oꝛ Wardensof 
the Myſterie oꝛ Arte of Stationers ofthe Citie of London, and their Succeſſozs and their De- 
puttes, that they from time to time (taking with them ſuch Officers, as in, oz by their Charters 
oꝛ the ſaid Decree are appointed) doe makecarefull and diligent ſearch foꝛ allſuch ſcandatous and 
offenſiue Bookes oꝛ Pamphlets, as are, oꝛ ſhall be impoꝛted into this Realme, oz here impꝛinted. 
contrary to this Mur Ropall Commandement, and leise the lame, and doe their vttermoſt 
indeuours, al well fo: ſuppꝛeſſing thereot, as foꝛ bꝛinging the Offenders vnto Juſtice, as they the 
1 Wardens, and their Deputies, and euerp of them will anfwere their neglect at their 
perits : 

Willing, and hereby ſtraitly charging and commandingalland euery Our Juſtices of Peace, 
Mapoꝛs, Shertiffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, and Headbozoughes, and all Cuſtomers, Comptrol- 
lers, Searchers, Wayters, and all other Qur Officers, Miniſters, and Sublects whatſoener,as 
they tender Our fauour, and will auopd Our indignation and diſpleaſure, from time to time, to 
their vttermoſtpowers, to ſee this Pur Royallpleaſure duely executed, and to be aydingand aſli- 
ſting to the perſons befoze mentioned in the due execution of this Pur commandement.

bhereas, foz the benefit and commoditie of this Pur Realme of England,

„ [irength of this Pland) as foz the ſparing and increaſe of Fleſh victuall, 
XS diners good Lawes and Statutes haue beene pꝛouided, foꝛ the due obſer- 
ation of Lent, and other dapes appointed foz Fiſh dayes, which from 
time to time haue beene ſeconded and quickned by ſundꝛy Our Pzoclama- 
II tions, and other Actes and Oꝛdinances of State; And whereas, not- 
withſtanding the many good pꝛouiſions heretofoꝛe had and made in that 
QD,/ | kind, wee yet kind the tnozdinate libertie, now vſually taken by all ſozts 
1 BD lt people to kill, dzeſſe, and eate Fleſh in the Lent ſeaſon, and on other 
—— TA” Uta times proptötten be Law, is become an euill ot ſuch inueterate 
growth, as it requireth moꝛe then oꝛdinarie care to ſuppꝛeſſe the lame: | 
* Weetherefoze much affecting the Refozmation of this ſo great an euill (and enemy to the plenty of 
Our Kingdomes) Haue thought fit eftſoones (and thus timely, the better to take away the 
excuſe, and fo pꝛeuent the pꝛouiſions of Fleſh that vſually men make againſt the Lent ſeaſon) To 
expꝛeſſe Our ſelfe and Our Royall Commandement in thts behalfe : Wherein, without any future 
declaration of Our pleaſure in this kind, wee (hall expect and require from all Our Subiects, that 
due Notice be taken, and that a ſtrict and continued obedience and conkoꝛmitie bee peelded thereunto 
in all ſucceeding times. g 
And therekoze wee doe ſtraitly Charge and Command all and enery perſon and perſons whatſoe- 
uer, to Whom it may appertaine, carefully to pꝛouide and ſee, that theſe Oꝛders following may bee 
duely obſernedand put in execution bpon paine of Pur high diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties, as by 
the Lawes ofthis Our Realme map be inflicted vpon the Offenders,foz their contempt oz neglett 
ot Us and Our Lawes, whereof we ſhall ſhew Our ſelnes moſt ſenſible. 
And firſt, whereas wee finde, that the chiefelt cauſe of theſe diloꝛders hath growen from the Ti⸗ 
tentes that haue beene granted to Butchers,to Kill and vtter Fleſh contrary to Law, And that by 
Our Lawes,no Mayoz, Juſtice of Peace, 02 other perſon of what degree 02 qualitie ſoeuer, can 
grant any Licence in this Rinde, And that che Loꝛds and others of Pur pꝛiuie Councell,do by Our 
direction fozbeare to grant the ſame, oꝛ to giue way thereunto; Our will and pleaſure is vpon the

their cozpozall Dathes, what Fleſh is, oꝛ hath beene, during the Lent ſeaſon, oꝛ other dayes pꝛohi⸗ 
bited by the Law, dꝛeſſed, killed, vttered, oz eaten in their houſes , Which if they ſhall refuſe to doe, 
then to commit to pꝛilon the ſaid leruants ſo refuſing vpon their Oathes to declare the trueth.

That the Lo2d Papo: allo befoze Lent, oz at the beginning thereof,cauſe all 
ders, Keepersof — JED ers, Alehoule keepers,and Tauerners within | 
and Livercies thereof.coappeare befoze him, oz ſuch perſons ashe ſhall appoint meete foz thatpur- 
pole: And ſhall take Recogntzances with ſufficient Sureties of every of them in good of

And totheend that Fiſhermen map — —ͤ—ͤ to Sea with better encouragement then 
heretofoze, and that the Fiſhmongers map furniſh themſelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from time to time 
hereafter, as ſhall be expedient, aſwell foꝛ the —— of the Citte, as foz ſelling the lame at reaſo- - 
;nable Rates; we will that they take notice of this Our Commandeinent and conſtant reſolution 
fozthe obſeruance of Lent,and Fiſh-daypes, both now and hereafter, as by Law is required. 

And furthermoꝛe, as we thinke it fit, that enery man ſhould be a rule ot oꝛder aud abſtinence in his 
owne Houſe, as well in reſpect of the publique, as of his pꝛiuate eaſe and benefit, Ss Wee ſtraitip 
charge and command all Inholders, Keepers of ©:dinary Tables, Utctulars, Alehouſe-keepers, 
and Tauerners, not to make any Supper foꝛ any perſon oꝛ perſons whatlocuer, vpon Friday 
nights, either in Lent 02 out of Lent; noꝛ to ſuffer any meate to be then dꝛeſſed, vttered,ſold oꝛ eaten 
mn their Houſes , vpon paine of ſuch puniſhment, as is due to thole that ſhall contemne Our Royall 
- pleaſure and Commandement. 

And foꝛalmuch as vpon further aduice andconſiderationhad,ihat the reſtraint of killing and drel⸗ 
ling of fleſhis no ſufficient remedie foꝛ the miſchtefe, vnleſſe there bee better care alſo taken to ſup- 
pꝛeſſe the vnlawfull and ino2dinate eating of Fleſhin the time of Lent ,and on other dapes and times 
pꝛohibited, wherewith Our Subiects haue actuſtomed themſelues,rather foz deltcacte then foꝛ necel- 

je, Ptistherefoze Our Royall will and pleaſure, and acco2dingly Wee doe hereby ſtraitly pꝛo⸗ 
hibite and foꝛbid all Our Subiectsof what degree oz qualitie ſoeuer within this Dar Realme,to eat 
any manner of Fleſhin the time of Lent, oz on other dayes now vſually obſerued as Fiſh-dayes, 
without aſpeciall Licence firſtobtained from the Biſhop of the Diocefſe,o2 ſuch other as bythe Law 
haue power to giue Litente in that behalfe, (which voe will and command ſhall bee ſparingly gran- 
ted, and in caſes ofneceſſitie onely ) vpon paine of Our high difpleaſure, and to be pzoceeded againſt 
by Dur Attourney Generall in Our Court of Starre-Chamber, as tontemners of Hur Royall 
Commandement, and vpon ſuch further penaltie, as by the Lawesand Statutesof ur Realme 
map be inflicted on thoſe that ſhall wilfully offend in this kinde. 

And as theſe Oꝛders areto be executed in the City of London, and places neere to the ſame, ſo is 
Our expꝛeſſe pleaſure and Commandement, That Our Juſtites of Peace in all Shires within their 
Rule, and all other Mayoꝛs, Bapliffes, and chiefe Offiters in Townes toꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ in any Liberties 
within their Pꝛecintts, hall cauſe the ſame to be obſerued and perfo2med in like manner and that no 
maner of Toleration, Fauour, oꝛ Conniuentie be vſed by any Juſtice of Peate, oꝛ other Officer,con- 
trary to the true meaning of this Pur Pzoclamatlon, as both they that (hall pꝛeſume wittingly lo to 
' tolerate the offence,as allo the party himſelfe offending, will anſwere the ſame at their vttermoſt pe- 
rils: Our Commandement being, That Our Lawes in this caſe ſhall be hereafter ſeuerely executed 
vpon all offenders whatſoeuer. 

Further charging and commanding the Loꝛd Maioꝛ of Our City of London, the Juſtices of Al 
tze in their ſeuerall Circuits, the Mapoꝛs and chiefe Pfficers of all other Cities and Townes cozpo- 

rate, Juſtites of Peace, Loꝛds of Liberties, and all other Officersand Miniſters within the ſeuerall 
Counties of this Our Realme, That they and eneryof them fully obey this Pur Plealure,andcauſe 
and compell the lame to be obeyed and executed by others. as they will anlwere the contrary at their 

And foz the due exetution of the Pꝛemiſſes in all other the Counties ot this Hur Realme, as well 
as in Our Cities of London and Weſtminiſter, Wee doe hereby ſtraitip charge and command all 
Our Juſtices of Peace within the lame Counties, as well within Tiberties as won J peereip 
andeuery yeere hereafter befoze Lent, they cauſe to tome and appeare befoze them all Pnholders, 


Cookes, Tauerners, Alehoule-keepers, Butchers, and other Uictuallers whatloeuer, and to re- 
-quireand take of them to Our ble, ſeuerall Recognizances, with Sureties, foz obſeruation of the pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes, ( viz) The pꝛintipals in tenne pounds, and their two Sureties in fine pounds apiece 2 And if 
they ſhall refuſe oz neglect to enter into ſuch Recognizances, That then the ſaid Juſtices ſhall ſup- 
pꝛeſſe ſuch perſons ſo refuſing,from victualling any moze, and ſhall alſo cauſe them foozthwith to be⸗ 
tome bound by Kecognizance with Surettes to Our ble, ( viz ) The pꝛintipals in twenty pounds, and 
their two Sureties in ten pounds apiece, not to Utctuall oz ſell Beere oꝛ Ale from thencefozth;which 
if they ſhall refuſe to doe then the ſaid Juſtices to tommit to pꝛiſon all ſuch perſons ſo refuſing to en- 
ter into ſuch Recognizance, vntill they ſhall ſubmit themſelues, and become bound, as afoꝛeſaid. And 
further fo2 all ſuch Pnholders, Cookes, Tauerners, Alehoule keepers, Butchers, and other Uictu- 
allers,as ſhall not appeare befoze the ſaid Juſtices, as afoꝛelaid, That they immediatly ſend foozth 
their Warrants, oꝛ grant P2oceſſe againſt them and euery of them lo making default, to appeare and 
anſwere their contempt at the next generall Seſſions of the Peace. 

And kurther, foꝛ the moꝛe due puniſhment of Jnholders, Keepers of ozdinary Tables, Cookes, 
Eutchers, Uictuallers, Alehouſe keepers, Tauerners,and ſuch like, who ſhall fozfeit their Recognt- 
zances by killing oz dꝛeſſing of Fleſh, oz ſuffering it to be eaten in their houſes in the Lent time, and 
other Fiſh-dayes; And to the end that the ſame may be as welltaken in due fozme of Law, as duely 
certifiedinto Dur Exchequer, We doe will and require all Juſtices of Peace,aswell within Liberties 
as without, That at ſuch times as they ſhall meet within their ſeuerall Diniſions, fo2 the taking of 
ſuch Recognizances, that they giue notice to the Clerkes of the Peace, oꝛ their Deputies, to attend 
themfo2 that purpole : Df whom we Will require a ſtrict Accompt foꝛ the Legall taking and retur- 
ning ot the lame Becogutzances into Our ſaid Exchequer : The laid Clerkes of the Peace and their 
Deputies, taking foꝛ the making and certifying of the ſame Recognizances of all Ynne-keepers, Tas 
jerners, Cookes, and Butchers, the Fee of two ſhillings lire pence, Andofall Alehouſe-keepers the 
fceoftwelune pence, as is limited to be taken by the Clerke of the Peace foꝛ Our County of Middle- 
ſer foꝛ euery ſuch Becognizance,andno moze. 

And laſtly, foꝛ that the Fiſhmongers (vpon the obſeruation of the afoꝛeſaid Pzders)may perhaps 
take occaſion thereby to enhaunte the pꝛites, as well of Fresh, as of Sea Fiſh, e doe therefoze hereby 
urther charge and command all Fiſhmongers whatloeuer, That they ſell and vtter their Fiſh at 
noderate and vſuall Rates and pzices ;And that all Juſtices of Peace, Maiozs,2Bayliffes, and other 
Pur Officers,as well within Liberties as without, to whom it ſhall appertaine, ſhall from time 
0 time take ſuch oꝛder with the ſaid Fiſhmongers, that Pur Subietts be not grieued by any luch en⸗ 
auncement oz encreaſe of pꝛices vpon Fiſh, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch further 

miſchment as may be inflicted vpon them by Our Lawes.
